These are the places most | 
concerned about rents. Some of the Province’s 159 
villages have rental problems, particularly those within 
commuting range of larger centres of population. But 
Most of the 923 Ontario municipalities being town- 
ships, never had, have not now, and never will have, 
problems about rents. There is no shortage of houses 
in them, and most are farming communities. So we 
ean write off consideration of about 700 municipalities: 
this number in fact almost coincides with the starting 
headline figure ‘708 Ontario Municipalities Slated For 
Decontrol.’ They neyer had controls that amounted to | 
a tinker’s dam. What about the rest? 

Every city in Ontario except Chatham and Strat- 
ford (both of which may have forgotten to do it or 
have not vet made up their minds) has asked that 
controls be continued. Every town in Ontario has 
asked that controls be continued, except Leaside, Forest 
Hill Village, Port Credit and Parry Sound and perhaps 
one or two others , 

This district is a sample of the situation across the 
Province: Peterborough, Oshawa, Port Hope, Cobourg, 
Lindsay, Havelock, Norwood and Belleville will all con- 
tinue to have rent controls.

BACK TO SCHOOL ...-. : 
It’s back to school for hundreds of children in 


Lindsay and district. It is also time to urge that 
protoriste exercise extra care when driving both in 
town and in the rural areas. With the commencement 
of the fall term children pop out of the most wnex- 


pected places on the road to and from school. In 
many instances these children are venturing away from 
‘ they are 


home for the first time on their own... - 
unaccustomed to crossing intersections and in most 
cases not fully aware of the dangers involved. Wor 
this reason the onus is on the driver to be on the alert. 

The approaches to most schools, urban and rural, 
are marked by warning signs. They give the motorist 
ample time to slow down and approach the school 
with caution but it is not only at these points that 
extra care must be exercised. Every intersection is 
a potential danger point during the hour before school 
opens, the hour and a half it is recessed for lunch 
and the hour children go home between 3:30 and 
4:30 p.m. 

It is probably true that a minority of school chil- 
dren sometimes create the impression in drivers’ minds 
that solicitude for their welfare is not appreciated but 
this is only a small percentage of the children and after 
all they are only children. 


WHAT A BEAUTIFUL PLACE 
THIS MUST HAVE BEEN 
—BEFORE MAN CAME ALONG 

The roadside tables which the Ontario Dept. of 
Highways have provided for the convenience of motor- 
ists are exceedingly popular, They are so popular 
that it is almost impossible to find a vacant one along 
the more heavily travelled routes during the midday 
eating period. This is true despite the fact that at 
some points more than one table is provided. 

At Moore’s Falls on Highway 35, there is a group 
of roadside tables located in a particularly nice spot. 
There are three or four tables along the water’s edge 
just above the falls which are equipped with fireplace, 
a supply of wood and other features to make a picnic 
grounds comfortable. Among these other features are 
a sufficient number of garbage barrels so that it 
is not necessary to clutter up the area with waste 
food wrappings but there is just one major difficulty 
—a lot of people are not making use of these garbage 
disposal units. 

Contemplating the litter of waste paper, scraps 
of this and that, etc., at Moore’s Falls the other day, 
one thought “What a beautiful place this must have 
been before man came along!” Another thought arose 
too and posed the question: “How long will these facili- 
ties remain at the disposal of the travelling public if 
too many people persist in littering the ground with 
their picnic leftovers? 

These roadside eating places fill a great need with 
motorists - - - they should assure their continuance by 
Keeping them tidy. ; 


A CONTRIBUTING FACTOR 
TO THE HOSPITAL PROBLEM 

Perhaps the greatest single contributing factor to 
the problems of overcrowding and economic instability 
which are currently besetting not only the Ross Mem- 
orial Hospital at Lindsay but hospitals all across Can- 
ada, is the hospitalization plan. Now being sold by 
many companies, these plans encourage hospitaliza- 
tion for the patient as a first consideration. In fact 
many of them do not carry any benefits to the insured 
if treatment is carried out in the home or in any other 
place but a recognized hospital. The result has been 
to overcrowd hospitals to the point where there are 
50 many people in hospital with minor ailments that 
there is no room for those who really need to be there. 

It was apparent to those in touch with the situa- 
tion that there would come a Saturation point—a point 
at which hospital facilities would be exhausted and 
the economic powers of hospitals incapable of meeting 
the demands being made upon them, This in a nut- 
shell seems to be at least partially true of Lindsay’s 
Ross Memorial Hospital. There may be other factors 
which are not contributing to the hospital's maximum 
efficiency but overcrowding brought about by hospital 
plans which have made it easier than ever before for 
people to get into hospitals has undoubtedly played a 
big part in bringing about the present disturbing state 
of affairs. 

Tt would appear that only two alternatives are open 
to the management: (a) scale down on the number of 
admissions or (b) provide more accommodation. 7 

In the matter of hospital problems at Lindsay, it 
seems that the public is first entitleq to a competent 
and independent opinion as to what is required to ee 
prove the situation. Theré is hound to be a certain 
amount of prejudice on the part of the doctors and 
the governors and only an unbiased opinion 
serve a really useful purpose.

MAKING LEFT-HAND TURNS 

The parents of four young children were killed 
Saturday night near Brantford when the car in which 
all were riding crashed into a truck that made a left- 
hand turn to enter a side road. The driver of the 
truck was also injured. 

Making left hand turns is a common cause of 
serious motor fatalities. They are dangerous man- 
oeuvers, especially on highways, and should never be 
undertaken unless the most- complete care has been 
taken to see that there are no oncoming cars within 
a short distance. In most cars, particularly trucks, 
there is a blind spot which prevents the driver from 
having a clear view of the road, and he may haye 
started to cross thinking the road was clear when an- 
other yehicle comes upon him from the near 
side. The obligation rests upon the driver making 
the turn to go right across the road, to stop, put his 
head out and look, before starting to turn. 

Failure to do so is on par with the hunting man 
who shoots at a movement thinking it is a deer, and 
learns only too late that it was a fellow hunter.

Burns After Cruise

Hamilton, Aug. 30—BUP—Ninety 
three men missed death by less 
than 90 minutes when fire swept 
through the “8S, 3. Hamiltonian’— 
and old sidewheeling passenger 
cruise ship at one o'clock this mor- 
ning. The ship was destroyed in 
less than one hour, 

The 425-ton vesse] was docked at 
Hamilton, Ontario following a mid- 
night cruise on Lake Ontario. 

She had been chartered for the 
evening by the Hamilton Builders’ 
Products Union. 

Captain Win Corson of Toronto 
and cabin boy Jimmy Newell, aged 
17, of Campbeliton, New Brunswick, 
were the only two aboard the ship. 

The pair were awakened by noise 
and smoke and groped their way 
along the flaming main deck hunt- 
ing for tne gangway. Finally, they 
were able to discern the gangway 
and rushed to the pier. By this time 
the interlor of the vessel had been 
gutted. 

The first to see and report the 
fire was 17-year-old Bobby Thomp- 
son who was working at the Marine 
dock adjacent to the slip where the 
vessel. was berthed 

Captain Corson says “it was a 
near miss. An hour and a half soon- 
er, and I shuader to think what 
might have happened.” 

It might have been a repetition 
of the horrible “S. S. Noronic” dis- 
aster at Toronto three years ago, 
almost to the day. 

On September 17, 1949, the “Nor- 
onic”, with 522 passengers aboard, 
burned at-her wharf. Two days later 
the toll had finally been counted— 
119 persons had died in the blaze, 
and hundreds of others injured. 

Corson estimates the loss of his 
ship at 100-thousand dollars.

For One Pound 


Hoy many bee-hours of labor go 
into the production of one pound 
of honey? . | 
Bee .experts have been trying to 
find the answer for almost fifty 
years and all have come up with 
a different answer. 

* One father and son team, after 
watching bees for forty years, 5ay 
the bees work an eight hour day. 
They gather honey at the rate of 
twenty flowers per minute and 
spend twenty minutes on an average 
trip. 

Another authority sayg bees are 
lazier than that. He credits them 
with visits to twenty flowers per 
minute and an average of ten trips 
a day. 

At this rate {t would take a single 
bee three-hiindred sixty-five days 
@ year for eight years to gather the 
nectar for one pound of honey. 
Bees have been seen gathering 
honey at all hours. Some have star- 
ted as early as four in the morning 
and others have worked till nine 
{a the evening. Some authorities say 
that the bee works when the flow- 
ers yield the most nectar. Some 
have good yields most of the day. 
While others, such as buckwheat, 
are only good part of the day. 
_The distance’ of the flowers from 
the hive is another important point 
in honey production. Bees will go 
as far as eight miles if they cannot 
find nectar nearer home. But this 
Means more time, and less honey 
can be carried the long distance so 
it isn’t profitable.

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Apple Growers Can 
Control Markets 


The increased number of storages | 

in the apple growing areas means | 
| that fruit growers haye greater con- 
| trol over marketing. 
Another feature is that grading 
| and packing can be done through- | 
out the storage season. This }s a | 
great advantage since help normally | 
required for grading and packing 
can devote themselves to othep 
harvesting operations. 

‘This way, apples are harvested 
and stored at their best stage of | 
maturity with the least possible 
delay. This adds to the quality and 
storage life of the fruit. After all 
apples are stored, grading and | 
packing can be- done according to} 
market demand. This means more 
efficient work. 

But when an orchard is bearing 
a high percentage of culls, this 
| system is not satisfactory. It is not 
| economical to use expensive stor- 
age space for fruit that can’t be 
marketed. Then, apples must be 
graded at harvest-time. 


Tainted Milk 


Milk and meat that is tainted 
from stinkweed can be avoided by 
proper feeding. 

Milk tainting from stinkweed may 

be prevented by taking the milk 
cows out of the pastures containing 
the weed at least two hours before 
milking. 
Slaughter animals should be pas- 
tured in fields free from the weed 
about two weeks before slaughtering.

Water Hemlock 


Water hemlock is one of the 
weeds that is a menace to|livestock 
rather than crops. Each spring, a 
number of cattle are poisoned by | 
eating the roots of the weed. 

Water hemlock, or cowbane, is 
usually found on wet, marshy land 
along ditches or steam banks. This 
relatively tall plant may grow six 
to eight feet high. The leaves are 
usually divided into three parts 
while the individual flowers are 
small and grouped into white-flat- 
topped clusters. At the base of the 
stem are a group of tubers. . . this | 
is the part that poisons cattle.

Before Filling 


A hungry horde. of seldom-seen | 


“consumers” is waiting anxiously to 


| devour a large portion of Canada’s 


1952 grain crop. You don't often see 
them because they're millions of in- 
sects that live in‘ granaries, grain 
elevators, storage bins, flour and 


feed mills, gobbling up millions of | 


dollars of grain products annually. 

Since stored grain insects breed in 
cracks between wooden planks of 
storage buildings, the use of a fifty 
per cent methoxychlor wettable 
powder {s recommended. Infested 
walls and floors should be spray- 
ed before grain or grain products 1s 
stored. A spray consisting of two 
pounds of fifty per cent. methoxy- 
chlor wettable powder in five gal- 
jons of water is sufficient to spray 
three-thousand square feet of floor 
and wall surface. 

In addition to using methoxychlor 
other measures should be 
taken to make the storage pest- 
proof. 

Bins should be rat and mouse- 
proof... bins should be cleaned af- 
ter emptying or before filling. . . 
especially the cracks. . . accumu- 
lation of waste grains or mill cer- 
eal products, beneath the bin or on 
nearby driveways should be remoy- 
ed... only dry grains should be 
stored .. . bins should b= inspected 
once a month and fumigated in 
case of severe infestation. 

Insects which cause most damage 
to Canadian stored grain products 
are the red flour beetle .. the 
confuse . flour beetle the cad- 
elle... the rice weevil... the gran- 
ary weevil the saw-toothed 
grain beetle... and the yellow and 
dark mealworm.

Weed Control 
in Pastures 


Weeds steal profits from the 
farmer. K. E. Fallis of the Ontario 
Department of Agriculture says that 
every weed and shrub in the pasture 
reduces the efficiency of the pasture 
and gives less profit. 

Fallis recommends that fields be 
broken up and seeded down instead 
of belng grazed continually. This 
way, htrouph regular cultivation, 
weeds will not overrun the fields. 

But some fields can't be broken 
up because of steep slopes, poor 
drainage, or obstructions such as 
rocks, trees, and creeks, 

In this case chemical weed control 
is essential. Fallis says that weeds 
which survive on the poorer soils 
are blue weed, mullein, and hawk- 
weed. The animals prefer grasses so 


the weeds aren't subjected to severe 


grazing 

For the remoyal of weed trees, 
chemicals are used. Pallis says for 
control of brush under two feet high, 
wet the tree. thoroughly ~ using 
thirty-two ounces of acid ester type 
24-D in one hundred gallons of 
water. This can be done during the 
weed spraying operations, 

For large trees, there are two 
methods, One. . apply one pound ‘of 
sodium chlorate to the base of each 
tree this should be done in the late 
fall after the cattle have been taken 
off pasture. This is to allow time for 
the material to get leached down 
out of reach of the cattle to avoid 
poisoning. This operation costs 


|} about 10 cents a bush. 


Second method . . this is a cheaper 
and more satisfactory method 


known as the dormant basal bark ; 


spray. The materia! used is two 
pounds 2,4,5-T acid in ten gallons 
of fuel oil. This is applied in late 
winter or early spring to the bot- 
tom foot of the tree and all exposed 
roots. The tree should be sprayed 
till the material starts to drip at 
ground level. 

These methods kill the tree. + - 
preventing them from either grow- 
ing or reproducing. Then when they 
are dead a year or more, they are 
readily removed.

Canadians Using 
Less Wool Now 


Synthetic fabrics have been mak- 
ing gradual inroads into the textile 
industry and have slowly displaced 
wool. 

In the ten-year period since 1942 
consumption of woven woo! fabric 
declined 30 per cent. That is each 
Canadian bought only two and @ 
half yards of wool material a year 
+ -previously they had bought 
three and a half yards. 

As less woo] material is bought, 
more synthetic fabrics were used. 
Use of rayon-nylon mixtures climbed 
sixteen per cent. That is, each

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Inspect Potatoes 


R. E. Goodin, assistant director 
of the crops branch of the Ontario 
Department of Agriculture, announ- 
‘ces that Ontario potato growers may 
apply for inspection of thelr crops 
for bacterial ring rot. There 1s no 
charge for the service. 

Goodin says the service was 
started in 1943 at the request of 
growers. 

The objective is to determine the 
extent of the bacterial ring rot and | 
| avoid loss both to the individual | 
grower and the whole industry, 

Where symptoms occur, samples 
are taken for analysis and a report | 
is sent to the grower. If bacterial 
ring rot is present, the grower must 
take steps to dispose of his crop. 

Growers who want their fields 
inspected should send their names | 
to the Crops Branch, Ontario De- 
partment of Agriculture, Parliamenc 
Buildings, Toronto. Applications 
should be made before mid-Sep- 
tember.

Use Deterocne 
In Milk Tests 


Detergents tthe soapjess soaps 
--- which have become widely used 
| in the past few years, are now used 
| to determine the fat content of 
milk and cream. 

{ Instead of using sulphuric acid to | 
‘act upon the milk proteins and 
break down the oil-water emulsion 
dairy chemists use a low-cost deter- 
| gent to reach the same results. The 
fats separate and rise to the top 
of the bottle where they can be 
measured. "i 

Besides giving a clearer reading, the 
deterenis make it easier to clean 
the bottles used in the tests. 

The experiments have been suc- 
cessful in initial staes, now further 
work is being done to simplify the 
test so {t can be conducted under 
average field conditions in farm and 
factory with inexpensive equip- 
ment. 


Dubbing Cockerels 


Tests at the Experimental Station | 
at Lennoxville, Quebec, show that it | 
is beneficial to dub cockerals. . that | 
is remove their comb and wattles. 

The main reason for dubbing | 
males that are to be held over | 
winter is to avoid freezing of the | 
comb and wattles, an injury that | 
prevents the bird from breeding | 
for two to four weeks. Also, there | 
are fewer losses from cockerals 
fighting when their combs have 
been remoyed, 

Dubbing may be done at any age. | 
But until the comb and wattles 
have developed so that the operator 
can hold them proper removal is 
difficult. 

Two people are needed for the 
removal .. .one holds the bird and 
the second operates. The bird is 
held horizontally with breastbone 
up. The left hand holds the shanks 
and wing-tips and the right hand | 
holds the comb. The operator grasps 
each wattle in turn and cuts it off | 
near the throat. | 

Then the bird is turned over and | 
held loosely back of the head. Then | 
the comb can be removed with one | 
cut. | 

The best time to dub is on the 
morning of a dry, sunny day. Bleed-

Porcupine 
Is Becoming 
Forest Pest 


Toronto -“Porcupines have never 
been protected under the Fish and 
Game Regulations of Ontario, and 
may be destroyed if they are de- 
sructive.’ This was the good news 
issued by the Department of Lands 
and Forests following enquiries 
from summer cottagers who, upon 
revisiting their log cabins, found the 
porcupines had preceded them. 

Many people believe the porcupine 
is protected because it is the only 
animal which may be killed with a 


the bush. While the “porky” can 
be easily killed under such circum- 
stances, the fact remains that he is | 
a very destructive animal Recently 
Many sportsmen’s organizations 
have suggested a bounty on the 
porcupine. 

It is quite safe to approach with- 
in reasonable distance of a porcu- 
pine. He cannot shoot his quills like | 
arrows, despite a popular belief to 
that effect. His tail {s like a club, 
with hundreds of barbed quills 
protruding from it. With one fast 
movement of this major weapon, 
the porcupine sinks anywhere up to 
100 or more quills ino the flesh of 
the incautious animal or human 
who approaches within tail range. 

‘The barbed quills sink in, and ac- 
cording to the experts, there is only 
one way to get them out, That is 
the painful, sharp jerk method. It 
has been claimed that cutting the 
shaft of the quill releases the con- 
fined ajr so that the quills collapse. 
That isn't so ---the quills are solid. 
Vinegar, sweet oils or other lotions 
aren't any use either. They do not 
soften the quills. 

The reason for the destructive- 
ness of the slow-moving Porky is 
salt. Like most animals he’ loves 
salt. Almost anything handled by a 
human in warm weather will absorb 
a certain amount of salt from the 
body. Thus canoe paddles, seats, 
tables, chairs and almost anything 
else constructed of wood absorb cer- 
tain amount of the chemical By 
eating these items, porky gets his 
salt.

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Beaver Population Makes Astonishing — 
Increases in Past Five Years 


Toronto -Beaver populations in 
Ontario have made some astonish- 
ing increases during the past five 
years according to reports reaching 
the Department of Lands and 
Forests head office here. 


Probably the most astounding 
advances were made in the Quinte 
District where a report by district 
biologist Harry G. Lumsden Usts 
3,427 «nown live beaver houses in 
the 5,000 square mile area. Much 
of this area is below highway No. 7 
and is quite thickly populated by 
humans. Beaver houses or colonies 
located on private lands, which the 
owners do not wish disturbed, have 
not been included in the count. 

It was different back in 1947. 
Then, in the Quinte District, few 
beaver could be found south of the 
highway. A census taken in that 
year, in fact, yielded a count of 
less than 600 live houses in the 
entire district. Beaver now range 
far south of the highway to the 
Bay of Quinte. Evidence of trees 
felled by beaver has even been 
reported lately from Prince Edwara 
County. 

Recent improyements in forest 
management and forest protection 
resulting in a large scale recovery of 
bushlands, and the protection af- 
forded beaver by the trapline man- 
agement system inaugurated by 
the Department of Lands and For- 
ests a few years ago, are among 
the factors contributing to the 
increase. The beayer, themselves, 
helped some, of coursa. They are 
astonishingly prolific. In the 1950-51 
season, for instance, about 120 bea- 
ver were trapped from nuisance 
colonies in one township with little 
effect. . . there are the same num- 
ber of colonies there today - 

At first, the spread of beaver 
across the settled parts of the 
district was welcomed both by the 
farmers and the public at large.

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Trains Dogs---and People 


(A British United Press Feature) 

Ah, it was a proud moment, nam- 
es were called ... pupils marched 
to the platform . . . parents looked 
on fondly ,. . and diplomas were 
handed to graduates by the head- 
master. 

A graduation ceremony like thou- 
sands of others — except for one 
or two strange notes. 

For one thing, the pupils at this 
School paraded to the platform on 
all fours ... and for another, their 
diplomas sald—“Magna Cum Bow- 
Wow.” 

But perhaps not so strange at 
that .. sincé all of the pupils were 
dogs . . . and the institution of 
Jearning was the Flag Dog Training 
School of New York, sometimes 
imown as the Harvard of the can- 
ine world. 

As headmaster Harold Zerdin ex- 
plains it—‘I think our school is 
unique. We take puppies and teach’ 
them the basic facts of dog life. 
We teach them the three “R's” — 
Tespondin’, . , restin’.. . and re- 
fined walkin’, And then we put 
them through the higher reaches 


of education, so they finally come | 


out well-behaved, obedient pupils— 
better trained than most Kids.” 

But Zerdin doesn’t train the dogs 
alone . . . He also trains people. 
“That's the hardest part,” he says, 
“some owners aren't as smart as 
their dogs ..- 
pains with ’em.” 

Zerdin remembers one woman 
owner who was really a problem. 
“She was a telephone operator,” he 
says, “and instead of commanding 
her dog to do something . . she'd 
ask him a question . .

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Alberta Coal 
Hard-Pressed 
By Oil, Gas 


Edmonton, Alta, --(BUP)--The 
hard-pressed Alberta coal mining 
industry, reeling under new freight 
rate Increases and growing compe- 
tition from oil and natural gas, 
wondered today what new perils the 
future might hold. 

In soot-blackened towns up and 
down the Rocky Mountain foothills 
residents of 31 Alberta communities 
have been hit by declining produc- 
tion and a shrinking market. 

Despite reserves of 46 billion tons, 
which makes up 90 per cent of 
Canada’s untapped coal resources, 
the industry is in an economic 
crisis with only a faint glimmer of 
hope to brighten the present dark 
outlook, 

Increased freight rates have ace 
it more difficult for operators to 
sell their coal in the big Ontario 
and Quebec market, and the lusty 
new giant petroleum industry is 
giving coal stiff competition. 

For decades the Aiberta coal in- 
dustry has been assisted in reach- 
ing the Central Canada market by 
tariffs and transport subsidies, de= 
signed to make it competitive with 
coal imported from the United 
States, 

But regardless of certain subsidies, 
freight rates on Alberta coal have 
increased from $8 per ton in 1948 to 
$13.20, with the end nowhere in 
sight, 

The Alberta government has pro- 
tested the increases, and the in- 
| dustry itself has fought a running 
battle with the railways over the 
tate boosts. 

J. P. Fowler, secretary of the 
Alberta Coal Producers’ Association, 
said further increases “would deal 
the already hardpressed western 
coal industry a crippling blow.” 

Nature may have been too gen- 
erous in giving Alberta huge re- 
sources of both oil and coal Al- 
though coal is still Canada’s major 
industrial fuel, and the chief heat- 
ing agency for 42 per cent of the 
nation’s homes, oil and natural 
gas are beginning to elbow coal out 
of the picture. 

The Canadian National Railways is 
now in the midst of a half-billion 
dollar program for converting its 
engines from coal to diesel fuel 

When pipelines began to move 
Alberta oil and natural gas to mar- 
kets across the country, the trend 
became more evident. 

As a result, coal production has 
continued to decline in Alberta. 

The. bureau of statistics said total 
production so far this year was 
2,530,000 tons, compared to 2,542,000 
tons in the corresponding period of. 
1961. 

Last month, Alberta produced 
443,000 tons, down 73,000 tons from 
the same month a year ago. 

Several Alberta mines have al- 
ready closed their shafts. Sometimes 
it’s just a case of a mine being dug 
out, like a Bellevue mine where a 
$1,000,000 tipple had to be abandon- 
ed. Other times it was strictly a case 
of economics, which caused several 
mines at Edmonton and Mountain 
Park to suspend operations. 

The only long-range solution to 
the problem is to produce sufficient 
by-products to keep the Industry 
going, spokesmen said. 

One ton of coal can produce 1200 
cubic feet of gas, 1500 pounds of 
coke, or 120 pounds of tar. 

The industry is also watching 
experiments in the U.S. where coal 
is being burned underground and 
resultant gases piped to the surface. 
Coal industry leaders believe the 
long-range future is bright, but are 
concerned over whether the industry 
will survive its present crisis. 


Fighting But 
Don't Know 
What For 


London, Sept, 2 (BUP) --The 
primate of the Anglican church 
in Canada says Canadians at home 
and Canadian troops need to be 
educated concerning what we are 
fighting for, 

The Archbishop of Edmonton == 
the Most Reverend W. F. Barfoot -- 
arrived in London, Ontario, Iasi 
night from Europe. He visited Can- 
adian troops in Europe. 

The primate sald the soldiers lack 
of understanding of what they are 
fighting for is no greater than that 
the rank-and-file citizen at 
home. 

One reason might be the “hasty” 
recruiting of Canada’s United Na- 
tion’s troops, according to the 
church leader. He said there hadn't 
been iime to brief the men well 
enough. 

Archbishop Barfoot says a verv 
profound principle is at stake and 
he doesn’t believe Canada has the 
machinery for educating the people, 
He said the answer may lie In some 
new approach to adult education. 
The churchman said “peopl2 don’t 
seem to realize that the yalues we 
fight for now are the values of the 


Biopsy of Thyroid Gland. 

Two of my schoolmates, members 
of the same family, had large Jumps 
in the neck which, when I grew old- 
er, I learned were called goiter. This 
brother and sister grew to adult 
age and appeared to be normal men- 
tally and physically, despite the dis- 
figuring neck deformity. 

Goiter, which is a large or slight- 
ly enlarged thyroid gland, requires 
operation or lengthy treatment (9 
months to a year) with x-rays, be- 
cause the gland is manufacturing 
too much thyroid secretion or juice. 
This juice causes alj the body pro- 
cesses to work too fast — there Is 
very rapid beating of the heart, 
protruding eyes and extreme ner- 
yousness and trembling. This 1s 
often a serious matter, as the oy- 
errapid heart may become tired 
and heart failure occur. 

While these overactive thyroid 
glands can usually be detected by 
what is known as the metabolism 
rate or test, there may be a ques- 
tion in the physician’s and sur- 
geon’s mind ag to what is present 
in the lump or enlarged gland. It 
is interesting, therefore, to learn 
that, just as physicians today are 
using a special type of needle to 
punch out a small piece of liver to 
examine the cells, so they are now 
using a needle to punch out a por- 
tion of the thyroid gland to see the 
condition ofthe cells forming the 
gland. This method is called biopsy. 

In Endocrinology (study of glands 
and their treatment), Drs. George 
Crile, Jr., and John B. Hazard of 
the Cleveland Clinic find that bi- 
opsy does not cause bleeding or 
other complications and should 
be employed if an operable cancer 
is suspected. Biopsy can be per- 
formed in the physician’s office 
under a local anesthetic. 

The specimen from the thyroid 
gland is then examined under the 
microscope and the three forms of 
thyroiditis can be differentiated 
o0e from another. By finding out 
the exact formation of the goiter 
or lump, the proper treatment, med- 
ical or surgical, can then be follow- 
ed. This means that surgery can 
be done if found necessary and un- 
mecessary surgery can be avoided. 


Ten Guides for the Polio Season 

As this is the season for epidem- 
ics of poliomyelitis, parents are nat- 
urally anxioug to take all ‘possible 
precautions to protect their children 
from this disease. For this reason, 
the National Foundation for Infan- 
tile Paralysis has issued a leaflet 
to physicians which answers ques- 
tions asked by anxious parents. The 
letter is signed by Roland H. Berg, 
Director, Scientific Information. 
The pamphlet gives ten guides for 
the polio season. 

1, Allow children to play with 
friends they have been with right 
along. There are three different 
viruses that cause polio. Your child- 
ren have already been exposed to 
whatever polio virus may be in their 
group and they may haye develop- 
ed immunity against it, 

2. Before you travel, be sure 
polio outbreaks are being reported. 
Polio time is the time to stay at 
home with everyday companions. 

3. Teach children to wash hands 
carefully before eating and always 
after using the toilet. Polio yirus 
may be carried into the body thr- 
ough the mouth. 

4. See that children do not use 
soiled towels, washcloths, dishes or 
glassware, Polio virus could be car- 
ried from these things to other peo- 
ple. 

5. Do not let children become 
fatigued or chilled. Over-tired or 
chilled bodies are less able to fight 
off polio. 

6. Follow your doctor's advice 
about nose and throat operations, 
inoculations or teeth extractions 
during the polio season. 

7, Watch for signs of sickness 
that may mean the beginning of 
polio: headache, fever, sore throat, 
upset stomach, tenderness and stif- 
ness of the neck and back. 

8. Put a sick person to bed at 
once, away from others, and call 
the doctor. 5 

9. Have confidence in youp doc- 
tor who knows how to treat, polio. 
If your child has this disease, there 
is a better than even chance he 
will recover without paralysis, 


Speech Handicaps

Their leaflet describes a typical 
case: 

“The doctor put a drop of honey 
on Tommy’s upper lip and coached 
patiently as the youngster tried to 
lick the sweet substance with his 
tongue. It was painful to see him 
struggle in vain but the treatment 
was repeated every day for weeks-- 
and months. During the third month 
Tommy got his tongue on the 
honey. He's learned to raise the tip 
of his tongue. At this point, doctor 
and patient had taken a big step 
in correcting a speech problem and 
it’s happening every day at Duke 
Hospital and at North Carolina 
Cerebral Palsy Hospital in Dur- 
ham.” 

However a lot depends on parents 
who learn the steps they can follow 
in helping their children overcome 
lisping, talking with persistent 
“baby tal,k”, stuttering, stammering 
and “talking through the nose.” 
Parents follow the msthods of 
correction step by step, although 


range proposition that should be 
started as early as possible. There 
is regular training under the dir- 
ection of Dr. Murray M, Halford 
and Miss Patricia Surtman, speech 
instructors, North Carolina Cere- 
bral Palsy Hospital and Duke Uni- 
versity. Training usually can start 
before a child enters school. 

Some idea of the thoroughness 
and all-round study of the child's 
speech defects can be gathered when 
a “team” of doctors is at hand in- 
cluding a psychiatrist (child’s. 
behavior), pediatrician (child spe- 
cialist) and a psychologist (child’s 
thinking habits). 

In addition to this team of doctors, 
other specialists, key figures in the 
joint program, are Dr. Lenox D. 
Baker, Duke University, surgeon, 
Dr. Leslie B. Hohman, neuropsy- 
chiatrist, pod Dr. Kenneth L. Pick- 
rell, Duke, plastic surgeon. 

‘The general advice to parents is: 
If you think your child has a speech 
disorder; (1) Get professional help; 
(2) Encourage child to talk --no 
matter how he talks; (3) Try to 
keep him in good physical health. 


More About Alcoholism 

Today the problem of alcoholism 
is receiving the attention it deserves. 
With that worthy organization, 
Alcoholics Anonymous, leading the 
way and the drugs Benzedrine Sul- 
fate and.,Antabuse, both of which 
help to take away the desire for 
alcohol. many alcoholics are be‘ng 
helped. Benzedrine Sulfate also gives 
g mental and physical boost. Digit- 
alis is prescribed by some physici- 
ane. 

Benzedrine Sulfate and Antabuse 
are trade names given the drugs by 
their respective manufacturers. 
‘They must be prescribed and their 
action supervised by a physician 

In the Journal of the American 
Medical Association, Drs, Norman 
M. Mann, Edward J. Conway, Ben- 
jamin H. Gottesfeld and Leonard 
M. Lasser, Hartford, Conn., state 
that, in the treatment of alcoholism 
by tetraethylthiuramdisulfide, com- 
monly called Antabuse, there have 
been many enthusiastic reports. 
However, as with any new form of 
treatment for an ailment, “one 
must exert great caution in eyalu- 
ating any new technique” because 
of the severe physical reactions. 
For this reason, these physicians 
state that only patients in hospital 
should be started with this drug. 

Under hospital supervision, the 
effect upon the patient of this form 
of treatment can be carefully ob- 
served, particularly as to condition 
of heart and blood vessels and from 
the mental and emotional stand- 
point. Also, the dosage of Antabuse 
is caloulated from the standpoint of 
weight. A report of the history of 32 
cases of alcoholism under hospital 
treatment is of interest to physici- 
ans using or about to use this drug, 


ing each patient's personality, inso- 
far as this is possible, before treat- 
ment with the early doses. Most 
of these oases were of the neurotic 
or nervous type. 

The observations under this 
treatment included drowsiness, 
nausea, cramps in abdomen, heart 
rate, blood pressure, breathing, 
hives, 

What results were obtained by 
this careful treatment and super- 
vising of these 32 hospital patients? 

“Ten (31 per cent) have maintain- 
ed complete sobriety to date and 
continue with Antabuse treatment. 
One (3 per cent) remains sober but 
has discontinued the drug and 
treatment. In five .(16 per cent) 
psychotic reactions developed that 
were sufficiently severe to cause 
permanent discontinuance of the 
drug. Two cases (6 per cent) de- 
veloped stomach and _ intestinal 
symptoms which necessitated stop- 
ping of the drug.

Some Interesting Facts 
About Mental Health 

When we read that there are more 
patients in mental hospitals than 
there are in all other hospitals 
combined, the picture js really a 
dark one. On the other hand, when 
We read that in 1928, fewer than 
three out of ten patients with the 
commonest form of mental ailment 
—schizophrenia — could expect to 
recover or be discharged, yet today 
almost six out of ten will recover, 
it shows the great progress being 
made in the treatment of these} 
cases. 

In his annual report, Oren Root, 
president of the National Associa- 


tion for Menta] Health, Inc., tells! 
us that there are 20 per cent more 


patients in mental hospitals than 
there were ten to 12 years ago. This 
does not, however, mean that men- 
tal illness is on the rise. Some of 
this increase is attributed to the 
increase in the number of hospitals, 


Same to the fact that people are 
Jess afraid and ashamed to make 
use of the mental hospitals, 
and less skeptical about using them. 


They recognize that mental hospi- 
tals are more and more becoming 
medical institutions for treatment 
rather than asylums for care and 
protection of patients ad public 

Another factor is the growth of 
the population and the increased life 
Span. There are more old people a- 
live today than there were 12 years 
ago and the incidence or percentage 
of mental illness has always been 
high in the older age brackets.

A Lakefield contracting firm has

Wool Removal 
Dangerous Job 


Council was informed at a meet- 
ing on Monday evening that work- 
men now have the dangerous task 
of removing a considerable amount 
of wood from the digester tank at 
the Sewage Disposal plant. The job 
is dangerous because of the gases 
which are presently covered by the 
wool and which will be released as 
the wool is removed. 


Mr. Fellows, an engineer from the 
firm which built the plants, an. 
nounced in a letter that there was 
@ deep layer of wool floating on the 
surface of the fluid in the digester 
tank, He sald that this wool seemed 
to originate in the Horn Bros, mill 
and stated that the layer was so 
thick that it could not be drained 
out but would have to be lifted 
through a port at the top of the 
tank, This was dangerous, he said, 
in view of the fact that this wool 
was confining the gdses in the tank 
and allowed them to escape only a> 
the wool was disturbed.

Seek Yardstick 
To Measure Their 


Taxation 


A rotating committee, made up 
of the entire Lindsay Town Coun- 
cil and the assessor, Alex Kilner, has 
been named to examine at first 
hand the assessment of Victoria 
County. The move was made at the 
end of a considerable discussion at 
Monday eyening’s meeting of coun- 
cil at which the town solicitor, A. M_ 
Fulton, Q.C., gave his views of the 
appeal being launched by the town 
against the equalized assessment 
as set out by Victoria County Coun- 
cil, It is hoped by Council to gain 
@ yardstick to measure their share 
of County taxation. 

The discussion was introduced 
by a letter from the County offer- 
ing to reduce Lindsay’s boost in’ 
equalized assessment by $108,530. It 
was noted also that the equalized 
assessment of the Township of Fen- 
elon had been reduced by $15,000. 
Members of council] recalled that 
Ald. Lloyd Burrows had offered to 
accept an increase of about $600;- 
000 rather than an increase of 
$968,000 which had been set by 
the County. 

Ald. Burrows voiced the opinion 
that there should be no “appease- 
ment with the County” and asked 
the members to proceed with an 
appeal. Reeye Butler offered the 
Solution that the town secede from 
Victoria County and added that 


system from which there were little 
or no benefits. Town Clerk Allely 
reported that the Municipa] Associa- 
tion was planning to request that 
the department of Highways take 
over the maintenance of all 
county roads, thus reducing this 
cost to the county. There was fur- 
ther talk of secession but members 
were not certain that the Municipal 
Board and the Legislature would 
both agree to let the town separate 
from the County.

The discussion drifted to the as- 
sessment of Lindsay compared to 
the assessment of the other munici- 
palities in th> county. Mr. Kilner, 
the town assessor who had accom- 
panied the County Equalization 
Committee on its tour of the Coun- 
ty, was asked for his opinion on 
the assessments of the townships. 
He told the members that the com- 
mittee had actually only seen about 
one per cent of the County prop- 
erty. From this, he said, no conclu- 
sions could be drawn, but he did 
admit to Ald. Burrows that that 
one per cept had shown that parts 
of the county was hopelessly out of 
line with present assessment prac- 
tices. 

Mayor Lamb then urged the town 
to settle the matter amicably this 
year and thus save a possible cost 
of $20,000, He later stated that the

Toronto Sept. 9 (BUP)--Some of 
the world’s leading chemists ex- 
changed notes in Toronto today on 
little-known bits of matter which 
may make possible substitutes for 
gasoline or clothing that never 
wears out. 

The substances, called free radi- 
cals are bits of molecules which are 
the puilding stones for making 
chemical products., Members of the 
world-famous Faraday Society of 
England are meeting to discuss the 
ways they react with each other. 

The scientists say the findings 
could easily lead to the discovery of 
new materials and substances as 
well as to cheaper ways of making 
known products such as gasoline, 
synthetic rubber or plastics. 


Scientists See ‘Free Radicals’ 
Yielding Gas, Plastics, Cloth 


The society, which includes lead- 
ers in chemistry and chemical 
engineering, is meeting for the first 
time outside of the United Kingdom, 
and its president, Canadian-born 
Sir Charles Goodeve, said the fact

Ald. Burrows, who spoke on 
“Capital Expenditure Planning,” 
followed Harold Pollock, manager of 
the Lindsay Chamber of Commerce 
who spoke on the “Activities of the 
Chamber In Lindsay,” Ald. Burrows 
cited the local debenture picture 
and laid out a plan whereby Lindsay 
could issue debentures in the years 
to come in such a manner that the 
town would never find itself in the 
position some townships of ths 
Toronto area now find themselves. 

Ald. Burrows’ remarks, follow: 

“The time has come when we 
must taxe stock of our future capital 
expenditures. Firstly because they 
are becoming more numerous, 
secondly because they are expensive, 
and most important, because of in- 
activity caused during war years, 
every department is marking tims 
waiting to put their programme 
over. So you can see the need of an 
expenditure planning programme to 
Stabilize our debt and our credit. 

“In the next 10 years, the major 
capital expenditures will be for 
educational facilities. It is there- 
fore important that this be planned. 
In the next 10 years our Public 
and Separate school population will 
be doubled. Only by planning can 
We avoid very heavy expenditures 
in any one year. 

“It can be” seen that a large 
numer of school rooms will have to 
be built between now and 1962. May 
T suggest to the Board of Education 
that instead of adding anymore 
rooms to present schools, that new 
schools be considered, Again may 
T suggest 1954 is the next logical 
year.

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EDITORIALS 


AN IMPROVED MAIL SERVICE 

NEEDED IN NORTHERN AREAS 
When it was first announced that trucks would 

replace mail cars in carrying mail into the northern 


sections of Victoria and Haliburton Counties there was 
a certain amount of opposition to the plan. However, 
since the general benefits of the system have been 


explained almost all opposition has disappeared. 

It is a fact that many of these northern centres 
haye not enjoyed very good mail service in recent 
years. In several points north of Kinmount it has only 
been possible to get mail in and out three times weekly. 
The proposed new highway routes will put an end 
to this in many instances making it possible for these 
communities to enjoy daily service. This in turn 
should make for a betterment of living conditions in 
these more remote sections by removing some of the 
feeling of isolation associated therewith. 


FOOD FOR THOUGHT 

There is food for thought in the following com- 
ment on the hospital situation in Ontario which ap- 
peared recently in the Financial Post: 

“A 70 bed addition to a hospital in Barrie, Ontario 

* was opened with considerable fanfare recently. With- 

out any fanfare, a hospital in nearby Newmarket 
closed one of its floors temporarily because of the 
shortage of nurses. This incident is interesting be- 
cause the institutions are close together and the opening 
and closing were reported on the same day. We have 
been better at building hospitals than we have been 
in training staffs to serve them.” 


LINDSAY NEEDS A BY-PASS ROUTE 

The congestion in downtown Lindsay during the 
tourist season and particularly on long weekends 
emphasizes the great need for by-pass routes to ac- 
commodate through traffic. This may be partially 
achieved when the Trans-Canada Highway reaches 
and circumvents Lindsay and, while many may con- 
tend that this will tend to take trade away from 
the town, this is extremely unlikely. On the contrary 
it will probably be a big assistance in relieving con- 
gestion on the main street and should give those who 
are in Lindsay on business a chance to get things 
done with a little more convenience. Of course in 
endorsing by-passes to serve through traffic it is con- 
ditional on the entrances to by-passes being located 
invitingly close to the town’s borders so that transient 
travellers would not hesitate to come into town if 
there were any desire to do so. 

The whole idea of by-passes would be to accom- 
modate that fraffic which has neither the desire nor 
the need to pass through Lindsay and which now does 
so out of sheer necessity, adding greatly to traffic 
tie-ups. 


TIME TO CONDITION 
THE HEATING EQUIPMENT 

The lower temperature of the past few hours 
produced Lindsay's first difficulty’ with heating equip- 
ment of the pre-fall season. An oil heating unit got 
out of control in a Lindsay home this morning and the 
Fire Department was called to right things. Fortunately 
in this instance there was no serious damage but the 
incident serves to remind people of the importance of 
checking heating equipment before pressing it into 
service again, 

It is a good idea to thoroughly clean all heating 
equipment, whether oil or coal burning, checking all 
attachments and making sure-all parts are in operating 
condition. It is well too, in the case of all heating 
units to proceed with care when Starting up. It may 
be chilly and quick heat may be desired but it is better 
that one suffer the cold while “getting up steam” than 
to get quick heat with possible disastrous results, 

Many flash fires occur with the first dip of the 
mercury because people try to force their heating 
equipment beyond its capacity and without checking 
its condition. Haste is certainly apt to make waste in 
starting heating units ... Take time to play safe!

DOLLARS FOR DARING 
Reports from Australia intimate that Mr. Harold 
E. Holt, Minister of Immigration has a “daring plan” 


to fill up that country with people from Britain and 
Continental Burope. All he Jacks is the money, and 
he will try to get that from Canada and the United 


States. In fact, he is visiting Ottawa and Washington 
next week for that speciflic purpose. 

There is a touch of irony about Australia seeking 
money from Canada to do what Canada herself should 
be doing. We need immigrants just as badly as Australia 
does, and because of our proximity to Burope, we are 
in a better position to get them. But we are not 
daring about it, and there is no plan. Apologetically, 
the Canadian Government lets a few people. in. When 
somebody complains, it apologetically closes sthe door. 

Australia on the other hand, recognizes planned 
immigration as a basic national policy. Although her 
population is a little more than half that of Canada, 
she took nearly twice as many immigrants as we did 
in 1949 and more than twice as many in 1950. She 
wants to continue taking immigrants in large numbers, 
but at present is prevented from doing that by lack 
of capital. 

Whether Canada should contribute some of that 
capital is, as we say, an ironic question. Perhaps the 
best thing would be trade. Let Ottawa lend Canberra 
some of its money; heayen knows there is enough in 
the Treasury surplus. And let Canberra in return lend 
Ottawa some of its daring, its foresight, its dermina- 
tion to populate spaces that are crying out for popula- 


tion and develop resources that are crying out for 


development.—Globe and Mail 


THE RUSSIAN PEOPLE 

Russians are people. Like people anywhere they 
grow tired of too much propaganda. Reports seeping 
out of Moscow indicate that they are indifferent to the 
present “hate America” campaign promoted by the 
Kremlin. Most Russians are ready to assume that 
most Americans are friendly people like themselves. 

A former German prisoner of war in Siberia tells 
the followitig story. He was allowed considerable free- 
dom and got to know several kindly Russian families. 
The father of one of these families, when his tongue 
was loosened by conviviality, remarked one night: “If 
we could put Stalin, Truman, Churchill, and the other 
leaders in a sack and drown them, the people of the 
world would get along together all-right.” 

This of course, is largely a negative attitude. 
Though expressing generalized good will it shows an 
ignorance of the decisive difference between the pur- 
pose and methods of the leaders in the Kremlin and 
those in democratic countries—and overlooks the citi- 
zen’s responsibility for his country’s leadership. Hence 
too much should not be read into the failure of the 
Russian’ people to respond to the “hate America” cam- 
paign or into their reported tendency to ignore public 
issues and withdraw into family life. 

It is said that tens of thousands of tiny garden 
plots have sprung up around Moscow to which Mus- 
covites—including many state and party officials— 
retire to spend their spare hours. Here is an example 
of the tired wisdom expressed by Voltaire at the end 
of “Candide” where he advises turning from the colos- 
Sal stupidities of public life to “cultivate one’s own 
garden.” But the fact remains there is a whole world 
to be cultivated. Western truth-telling has much to 
do in reaching these individual mentalities isolated 
from the burning facts of the worldwide struggle for 
freedom. 

Cultivate one’s own garden yes. But remember, 
as Whitman put it, that “this is the common air that 
bathes the globe.”—The Christian Science Monitor 


ARE INSECTICIDES DESTROYING WILDLIFE? 
With the increasing use of modern insecticides 
such as DDT, some Canadian bird lovers and sports- 
men have expressed concern about the effect of these 
chemicals on wildlife. However, a recent statement by 
Avery S. Hoyt, chief of the Bureau of Entomology and 
Plant Quarantine of the U.S. Department of Agricul- 
ture, should dispel much of their apprehension. 
Chemical pest control is an important element in 
conservation, said Mr. Hoyt. Forest pests now are re- 
garded as guilty as forest fires in causing wildlife 
destruction. As a matter of fact, many of the devas- 
tating forest fires are due to insects. There is no 
need to recount what forest fires mean to wildlife. 
Large scale contro] operations usually are under 
the direction of trained personnel. Control of forest- 
destroying insects such as the spruce budworm and 
the tussock moth can readily be obtained by the ap- 
plication of DDT at the rate of one pound per acre. 
Population studies of birds before and after spray- 


ing indicated that there was no abandonment of nests 
or any nestling mortality that could be attributed to 
DDT. Repopulation of insects used by birds and animals 


as food was rapid. Direct fish losses in streams were 
small in comparison to the total population present. 
The loss of brook trout in one stream studied was 
estimated to be only 1.3 percent. 

Tests by the U.S. Public Health Service and the 
Tennessee Valley Authority have shown that airplane 
application of DDT at the rate of 0.1 pound per acre 
has been effective in eliminating malaria-carrying mos- 
quitoes, Mr. Hoyt reported. Those who have been con- 
cerned over the widespread use of DDT for Mosquito 
control should be relieved to know that after 14 con- 
secutive applications, there was no injurious effect to 
the resident fish population. 

While Mr. Hoyt’s statement referred to the United 
States, it can be applied to Canada as well since similar 
conditions exist here. As long as insecticides are used 
according to government-approved recommendations 
usually found on the label of the container, there should 
be little fear that modern agricultural chemicals are 
a threat to Canadian widlife. Dead forests and grass- 
hopper devastated prairies are infinitely more dan- 
gerous.—Port Hope Guide

Ottawa, Sept. 4—BUP—CCF Na- 
tional Leader M. J. Coldwell says 
the Canadian Broadcasting Cor- 
poration must maintain control ov- 
er private television interests in 
Canada to prevent the airing of 
telecasts which might haye an ad- 
verse influence on young people. 

Coldwell welcomed Prime Minis- 
ter Louis St. Laurent’'s statement in 
Vancouver yesterday that the CBC 
would try to preserve the Canadian 
Dature of television broadcasting. 

“However,” Coldwell adds, “I for 
one am seriously perturbed by the 
prospect that the private television 
stations which the government 
plans to allow to operate in Can- 
ada will purvey the type of program 
which has been causing so much 
concern in the United States, par- 
ticularly with regard to its influ- 
ence on the young. 

“Tt is to be hoped that the Prime 
Minister's statement that govern- 
ment policy with regard to the par- 
ticipation of private interests in 
Canadian television was under con- 
sideration does not mean that the 
government will weaken any con- 
templated OBC supervision of pri- 
vate television operations, or allow 
the formation of private networks.” 

Coldwell continued: 

“We of the CCF will certainly 
continue to give wholehearted sup- 


port to the principle of government 


contro) of the facilities of both ra- 
dio and television broadcastsing, 
believing that an impartial] agency 
like the CBC can assure far fuller 
freedom of speech and a far high- 
er level of entertainment and en- 
lightenment that can profit-seeking 
commercial broadcasters.

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Eczema and Common Skin 
Ailments P 

Medical students are usually told 
by their professor of skin diseases 
that if they 11) every case of skin 
disease eczema, they will be right at 
Jeast half the time. However, in 
Postgraduate Medicine, Dr. Ruben 
Nornland, Professor of Dermat ol- 
ogy, State U-tversity of Iowa Col- 
lege of Medicine, Iowa City, states 
that for symptomatic treatment, 
skin conditions fall into approxim- 
ately three groups: (1) acute, (2) 
subacute to chronic (that is, lasting 
some time), and (3) very chronic. 
Practically all the common varieties 
of eczema and skin inflammation 
may present at one time or another, 
any one of these three stages. 

Acute or very recent inflamma- 
tion of the skin is characterized by 
swelling, redness, formation of 
small blisters or vesicles, oozing and 
crusting. The treatment of choice 
is practically all of these acute or 
recent cases is cold, wet dressings 
applied continuously or semi-con- 
tinuously. In some cases, these 
dressings may be required for 
only two or three hours a day, while | 
other patients may need them 24 
hours a day. Usually wet dressings 
are left open in order to obtain the 
added effect of cooling from eva- 
poration, although at night they 
may be covered with paraffin paper 
or plastic cloth. Half-saturated 
boric acid may be used in these 
dressings. 

As the inflammation subsides, 
simple ointments may be used be-| 
tween the wet dressings. When this | 
is done, the dressings may be placed 
right over the ointments, no need 
to remove ointment before applying 
the wet dressings. In fact, Dr. Norn- 
land suggests that avoiding all ir- 
ritation by trying to remove the 
ointment is the most effective 
treatment. For this reason he ad- 
vises against the use of soap and 
water and substances to “cleanse” 
the inflamed area. These cleansers; 
may contain substances which so 
irritate the inflamed area, that com- 
plications arise which prolong the 
inflammation for weeks or eyen| 
months. 

Further, the use of penicillin, in 
tt sensitive or allergic to 
penicillin, may cause complications.

SILENT GALLSTONES 

An elderly man began to feel a 
pain across the abdomen in the 
region of stomach and immediately 
thought he had an ulcer or cancer, 
as one brother had died of cancer 
of the stomach and the other from 
perforation of an ulcer in the stom- 
ach. X-rays of stomach arid in- 
testine showed no ulcer or cancer 
present but 2 later x-ray examina- 
tion showed many stones in the 
gall bladder. As he had had one or 
two attacks of gall-bladder colic 
during the previous twenty years, his 
physician referred him to a surgeon. 

‘The man was 75 years of age and 
had no symptoms except an occas- 
ional dull pain acrosg the abdom- 
en. The surgeon, therefore, felt he 
might have no further trouble and 
advised against operation at pres- 
ent. The patient was advised to 
consult his physician if further 
symptoms developed, however. 

It is believed that at least 40 to 
50 per cent of men and women past 
40 to 50 years of age have gall- 
stones, but perhaps only a small 
percentage of them ever have any 
disturbance from them and need 
no treatment except to eat smaller 
meals and less fat {f any disturb- 
ance occurs. 

In The Journa] of the American 
Medical Association, Dr. B. O. GC. 
Pribram, of the Surgical staff of St. 
Clare’s Hospital, New York City, 
discusses silent and severe or pain- 
ful gallstones and whether or not 
these silent gallstones should un- 
dergo operation to forstall any op- 
eration at some future time under 
unfavorable conditions.

Creamery Butter 


On Month 


The production of creamery but- 
ter in Ontario during July amount- 
ed to $9,130,200 pounds, a5 compar- 
ed with 8,222,200 pounds in July 
1951, an increase of 11.0 per cent. 
The cumulative output of butter 
for the first seven months of the 
current year now totals 44,988,200 
pounds, or 12.5 per cent more than 
in the similar period of last year, 
when 39,981,100 pounds were made. 
In the case of Cheddar cheese 
production during July was only 
6,187,000 pounds as compared with. 
9,676,300 pounds during the same 
month jast year, a decrease of 36:1 
per cent, The total make from Jan- 
uary 1st to July 31st now amounts 
to 26,340,300 pounds as against 34,- 
104,900 pounds in the correspond- 
ing months of 1951, a reduction of 
22.8 per cent. 

Stocks of both creamery butter 
and Cheddar cheese in all positions 
throughout Canada were both sub- 
stantially higher at August Ist, 1952 
than at August Ist, 1951. For this 
comparison creamery butter stocks 
increased from 45,940,000 pounds to 
56,868,000 pounds and Cheddar 
cheese stocks rose from 37,326,000 
pounds to 43,212,000 pounds. 
increased from 45,212,000 pounds. 
The wholesale price of butter at 
Toronto averaged 57,2 cents per 
pound during July as compared with 
56.8 cents in June and 63.4 cents in 
July a year ago. Cheddar cheese 
prices also advanced from a month 
earlier, but were considerably less 
than a year ago. The wholseale 
price of cheese was 288 cents per 
pound in July 1952, as against 23.0 
cents per pound in June, 1951, and 
39.1 cents a pound in July 1951. 
Exports to foreign countries from 
Canada of Cheddar cheese and evy- 
aporated milk were lower and of 
whole milk powder and condensed 
milk higher during the twelve 
months ending June 1952 as com- 
pared with the twelve months end- 
ing June 1951. For this comparison 
shipments of Cheddar cheese drop- 
ped from 54,790,600 pounds to 28,- 
266,000 pounds and evaporated milk 
from 24,793,100 pounds to 22,072,- 
500 pounds. Whole milk powder ex- 
ports advanced~ from 8,640,200 
pounds to 11,177,300 pounds and con- 
densed milk from 4,653,800 pounds to 
7,796,800. 
Concentrated milk manufactur- 
ing plants produced 27,225,800 
pounds of condensed, 
and powdered milk products during 
July. This was 4.4 per cent less than 
in July last year, when 28,483,200 
pounds were manufactured. 
cumulative output of these products 
for the first seven months of 1952 
now totals 142,815,000 pounds, or 
3.0 per cent more than in the same 
period of 1951, when production to- 
talled 138,628,000 pounds. 
Commercial dairies report sales of 
fluid milk, fluid cream and choco- 
Jate dairy drink lower in June than 
in the same month a year ago, and 
cultured milk sales higher. For 
this comparison fluid milk sales de- 
clined from 37,333,800 quarts to 34,- 
906,000 quarts, fluid cream sales 
from 1,195,800 to 1,130,000 quarts 
and chocolate dairy drink from 1,- 
476,200 quarts to 1,387,400 quarts. 
Cultured milk sales, however, ad- 
vanced from 612,200 to 650,600 
quarts.

Despite the great amount of at- 
tention which grass silage has rec~ 
cently recelved corn silage still Te. 
mains, and will continue to be, a 
popular and valuable crop. 

Thus it ig that a recent pamphlet 
from the Ontarjo Agricultural Col- 
lege, Js of interest. It brings the 
ljatest information regarding many 
aspects of the crop. 

Although admitting that there 
are certain Iabllities it 1s noted that 
corm 1s the nearly ideal crop for 
making silage. No other crop pro- 
duces as much total digestible nut- 
trients per acre as a good corn 
crop, 

The crop can be harvested quick- 
ly over a relatively long period of 
time and still make high quality 
feed. The readily available carbo- 
hydrates make it easier to ensile 
than some other materials, without 
the need of a preservative. Also, 
since a@ poor hay year is often a 
good corn year, the feed insurance 
Tole of the crop should not be oy- 
erlooked.

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Car Hits Hydro Pole, 
Power, Telephones K 


An accident involving a car and 
© hydro polo at Lindsay's eastern 
limits on Sunday afternoon result- 
ed jn an absence of hydro power in 
parts of the town for more than 
three and one half hours and dis- 
rupted telephone service in the 
Dunsford area for an hour and one 
half, The disruption in services was 
caused when a 44,000 volt hydro line 
was knocked down when a pole was 
smashed off. 

Chief Constable Arthur Webster, 
of the Lindsay Police Department, 
reports that a car driven by Hen- 
drick Meyer, of Lindsay, was pro- 
ceeding towards Lindsay from the 
Bobcaygeon Highway at 5.48 p.m. on 
Sunday. He states that the car 
failed to make the right hand turn 
that would lead it onto Queen Street: 
and proceeded, instead, straight a- 
head for about 70 feet to crash in- 
to a hydro pole standing in the cen- 
tre of the island. The 16-inch pole, 
carrying 44,000 volt and 12,000 volt 
lines was snapped. The high ten- 
sion wires fell on telephone lines at 
the intersection and subsequently 
fell to the ground. 


Besides Constable Gordon Bberts 


and Constable John Henley, of the 
Lindsay P. D., members of the 
Lindsay Detachment of the O. P. P. 
arrived on the scene to direct traf- 
fic around the intersection. Meyer 
was taken to the Ross Memorial 
Hospital where he was treated for 
his injuries and allowed to go home 
today. His car had suffered some 
$300 damage. 

Meanwhile another chain of ev- 
ents had begun. The fallen lines 
Ted a large section of the East Ward 
in Lindsay and a considerable area 
in Ops Township. Power was off 
from the time of the accident, 5.50 
P.m., until 9.30 p.m. 

At Dunsford, the telephone oper- 
ator heard a terrific noise on the 
line and thought that a bolt of 
lightning had struck the lines 
somewhere.

Warns Against Raising 
“Soft Lot” Of Pupils 


Toronto, Sept. 17—(BUP)—Ontar- 
jo Education Minister W. J. Dunlop | 


warned Canada’s educators today 
against raising a “soft lot” of pupils 
unwilling to face their responsibil- 
ities. 


He urged teachers not to try to 
gloss oyer hard work and called for 


a discipline of the type which char- 
terized the pioneers of this coun- 
y, he said—“a~ good 
‘discipline which makes people care- 
ful and accurate.” 

The Minister says, “children act- 
ually enjoy hard work, although 
they may not admit it. Physical 
training, art and music are what 
we call frills. They are good in 
themselves and must be on the cur- 
riculum, but they must not crowd 
out those subjects everyone needs 
to get along in business or indus- 
try.” 

He added that the schools and 


homes must help in the teaching of | 


religion. 

He said, “if young people don't 
get back to real substantial and 
unemotional religion, I don't know 
what will become of this country.” 

Dunlop spoke to the Canadian 
Education Association, which is 
holding a meeting in Toronto, 

Other delegates charged that 
principals at big schools are be- 
ing forced to double for office boys 
and must handle so many reports 
and records “they don’t get into 
the classrooms at all.” 

Chief School Inspector C. K. Rog- 
ers of Manitoba says some school 
systems use a highly paid principal 
to do the clerical tasks for which 
they should hire an 18-hundred 
dollar a year secretary. 

He said, “Principals have become 
little other than office boys, 

One speaker, Dr. M. E. Lazerte, 
former Dean of Education at the 
University of Alberta, said many 
new teachers go out without know- 
ing the “why” of teaching. 

He said, ‘many of those who go 
out are not teachers in spirit. 
They're after the thousands of dol- 
lars in salary. The big job is to 
get teachers who will go out with 
the desire to do a masterful job.”

The “Finnish 


Settlement” 


| One of Haliburton County's most 


nish Settlement’, on the southern 
shore of Canning Lake. One of the 
many interesing homes in the settle- 


Flink, “Peace Haven.” 

At the Flink home it is possible 
to see a real Finnish furnace which 
looks like a fireplace and is really 
a combination of both; A “sauna” 
or Finnish steam bath; and a col- 
lection of over 200 friendship pit- 
chers. 

If you are English and visit Mr. 
and Mes. Flink, it is Mrs. Flink who 


Mr. Fliak has yet to learn to speak 
English for all that he has been 47 
years in Canada. 

Mrs. Flink’s great interest lies 
in her collection of friendship pit- 
chers but as she shows you her 
collection she is likely to stop as she 
passes the Finnish furnace in her 
living room and explain how it 
works. In case you have never seen 
a furnace of this kind here are a 
few facts about it. It looks almost 
identically like any ordinary fire- 
place but its furnace-like features 
are incorporated in its beneath-the- 
surface construction. Where the 
| opening ordinarily is located on a 
fireplace there it’ is also on the 
Finnish furnace but with one dif- 
ference —it has a door on it. Mrs. 
‘Fink explains the method of 
operating the furnace thus: After 


asi Saas the fire is lighted with the | 


logs being placed in an upright 
position in the furnace. There they 
are allowed to burn with the door 
open until bedtime. By this time 
they are virtually a mass of glow- 
ing embers and the door is closed 
upon them. It is then that the fur- 
nace effect is obtained, The heat 
from the logs warms the bricks in 
the structure and they give off 
ample heat to last all night and 
all the next day, even in coldest 
weather. Up until this year this 
arrangement was the Flinks sole 
source of heat for the year round. 
This wmter they are planning on 
installing an oil space heater, not 
because the furnace is inadequate 
but because it will reduce, the 
amount of wood Mr. Flink will have 
to prepare. 

The over 200 friendship pitchers 
in Mrs. Flink’s collection represent 
that many friends she has made 
since starting her collection. Actu- 
ally to say she started the collection 
is hardly accurate -- it was started 
by a friend. Whenever she used to 
be asked what her hobby was she 
always said she didn’t have one. 
Then one day a friend went to the 
Chicago World’s Fair and brought 
her home a pitcher as a souvenir 
“When I received that pitcher I 
said ‘why that’s my hobby --friend- 
ship pitchers’ and that’s how I 
got started collecting them,” Mrs. 
Flink explained. The pitchers in 
her collection now represent a wide 
variety of designs, sizes and makers. 
It is this diversity which makes 
cofecting them such an interesting 
hobb’ that and the story of 
friendship connected with each one 
Her hobby is now 20 years old. 

There is something else in the 
Flink household to which Mrs. Flink 
is very much attached. Ij is a 
spinning whee) which belonged to 
her father’s mother. It bears the 
date “1836” and cost $36 to ship 
from Finland to Canada. Her 
father’s mother was given the wheel 
when she left home to set up house- 
keeping and when Mrs, Flink visited 


World War she was told she could 
have it, However, before she could 
get it to Canada the danger of war 
increased and she hesitated to risk 
losing it. It was mot until just 
recently that she finally took de- 
livery. 

Everyone in Finland has a 
“Kaeunu Tuoli Matto” --a rocking 
chair mat and these Mrs. Flink 
makes on a little loom in her posses- 
sion, These and other woven articles 
she makes all winter and sells in 
the summer, “Trouble is,” Mrs. 
Fiink explains, “I sell in a week 
what it takes me all winter to 
make.”

As a result of the Finnish steam 
bath, the English language is to be 
given a pew word --“sauna”. It is 
the Finnish noun which best de- 
scribes the steam bath. No one word | 
in the English language could be | 
found to describe it and hence the | 
word “sauna” now becomes a part | 
of the English language. The bit of 
interesting information was supplied 
by Mrs. Flink as she showed the 
writer through one: 

These steam baths dot the shore- 
line of Canning Lake in the vicinity 
of the settlement. They are small 
buildings of sturdy construction and 
each one contains a specially de- 
signed unit for generating steam. 
This consists of a heating unit 
which heats a container full of 
small stones to a high temperature. 
When they are sufficiently hot, the 
person desiring the st¢am bath pours 
about a cup full of water at a time 
over the stones until sufficient 
steam is given off. To complete the 
bath the bather may lie on con- 
yenient benches and really soak it 
up—or out. During the bath 
dampened birch switches may be 
used to beat oneself with, thus 
stimulating circulation, Washing 
down after the bath c&n either be 
done in the “sauna” during (tie 
| winter or by going for a dip in the 
Jake in the summer. Mrs. Flink 
says she has heard stories of people 
rolling in the snow after a steam 
bath but confessed that’s something 
she has yet to sce. 

A brother of Mrs. Flink, John 
Lanta of Toronto, has invented a 
new heater for the “sauna” whicn is 
much more efficient and gives great- 
er comfort. He is an authority on 
this type of bathing equipment. 

There are 18 houses in the Fin- 
nish settlement with 3 permanent 
residents in the community. ‘Those 
who live there the year round are 
| Mr. and Mrs. Flink, Mrs. Tikka, 
whose late husband was the original 
builder of the log houses which 
comprise the settlement, and Mr. 
and Mys. Kaasalaimen, The rest of 
the houses are owned by Finnish 
tradesmen from Toronto who sum- 
mer there only. 

The settlement is located only 8 
short distance from either Gelert, 
Minden or Tngoldsby in the midst 
of particularly beautiful country. 
Roads leading to it are very good 
with probably the road from Minden 
being the shortest distance from a 
surfaced highway —some six miles. 
The Finnish Settlement has a dis- 
tinctly old world atmosphere about 
it -- it is as different from ordinary 
summer resorts as day is from night. 
--it is quiet and restful and the 
name taken by the Flinks “Peace 
Haven” might very aptly be applied 
to the whole colony. 

Why did this handful of Finnish 
people choose to settle here? Per- 
haps it is because it resembled so 
much their homes in Finland and 
they wished to feel as much at home 
as possible in the land they chose 
to live out their lives in,

A fig tree grows in Lindsay 
and yields a fair crop 


The fig, long considered a pro- 
duct of the semi-tropics, is being 
grown here in Lindsay. Joe Laman- 
tia, proprietor of the Centra] Fruit. 
Store, has a fig tree which is yield- 
ing figs this year. So far eight ripe 
figs have been plucked from the 
plant. 

Mr, Lamantia, who was appar- 
ently unaware that his fig tree was ) 
a novelty, explained that the plant 
had first come to him as one of 
half a dozen twigs received from 
the United States. He says that he 
can't recall whether all grew or 
not but in any case all were thrown 
away except this one which is now 
bearing fruit. The tree, which is 
rooted in a fiye-gallon can, is now | 
two years old, says Mr. Lamantia, 
and last year bore a few figs which 
never ripened. But the fig tree is 
not as easily discouraged as other 
trees. These unripened figs did not 
fall off or rot but remained on the 
tree all winter and this summer were 
the first to ripen. 

Because of the tropical nature of 
the plant, Mr. Lamantia makes cer- 
tain that no frost touches it and 
in the winter the tree, which is a- 
bout eight feet high, is brought into 
his warehouse where it is kept 
Warm until the spring. 

Currently, the fig tree is sporting 
37 green figs, many of which are 
expected to ripen this year. If they 
do not, they will ripen next year, 
says Mr. Lamantia. On Monday, 
| Mr. Lamantia picked the eight ripe 
figs that has been produced this 
year. Two other figs have been 
Plucked by schoolboys says he but 
they were not ripe. The figs grow 
singly from the main stem of the 
tree and a ripened fig looks like a 
purple bag nearly two inches in 
diameter.

The Provincial Deputy Minister 
of Agriculture --F_ Waldo Walsh-- 
says in Halifax that farmers have 
been ‘falsely accused” in recent 
times of causing high costs through- 
out the country.

The Nova Scotia agricultural of- 
ficial \ssued the charges yesterday, 
in an address delivered to the Hali- 
fax Kiwanis Club. 

He said he had investigated the 
latest figures available concerning 
prices paid for general farm Rro- 
Qucts. And found evidence of a 
“badly garbled” cost-of-living pic- 
ture. . 

In comparing the figures of July 
1951 with those of July 1952, Walsh 
said he noticed farmers this year 
Were being paid less for hides, wool, 
wheat, beef, hogs and other com- 
Modities.

The oxperts say they've been 
flooded With questions about home 
freezing wardrobes, either to protect 
them from moths, or in the case of 
nylon hosiery, to make them last 
longer. 
Says one official --'Freezers are 
designed for food and generally it 
pays to put these appliances to the 
use for which they are made.” 
Agriculturists concede that moths 
are killed in a 48-hour period at zero 
temperatures. But they point out 
that the zero treatment gives clo- 
thes no protection once they come 
out of the freezer, They also say 
that moths can do no damage to 
clothes kept below 50 degrees. 
“But” officials say, “why freeze 
or even refrigerate them when it 
is simple to protect them at ordin- 
ary room temperature.’ They re- | 
commend the usual spray or sealed 
bag treatment Instead. 
Freezing a fur coat may have 
dire consequences. A fur that 1s 
folded or rolled for storage will 
come ovt creased or crushed, and 
will need special treatment to get 
the wrinkles out.

Many Cases of Rheumatism and 

Arthritis Caused by Infection 

There was a time, some years ago, 
which our older physicians will 
remember quite well, when all cases 
of rheumatism and arthritis were 
believed due to infection. Within the 
Past few years, other causes of 
arthritis have been discovered-- 


injury, occupation --so that phy- 
sicians, particularly. younger physi- 
cians, have almost lost sight of 
infection as a cause of arthritis and 
rheumatism, 

It is interesting, especially 
older physicians, to find that some 
outstanding authorities still believe 
that infection is a common cause 
of arthritis. In his book, “Arthritis 
and the Rheumatic Diseases,” Dr, 
Philip Lewin, professor of bone and 
joint surgery, Northwestern Univer- 
sity Medical School, states: 

“A large proportion of rheumatoid 
arthritis (the commonest form) is 
infectious in origin. Your case may 
be caused by germs which lodge in 
your teeth, your throat, your sinuses, 
your gall bladder or your appendix 
and set up an infection there. In 
some way the germs reach out from 
their lodgment, travel along the 
blood stream, and find a second 
home in a joint. The joint then 
develops the infection in the form 
of arthritis. If your joint is ex- 
emined, the germs are found there. 
They may be those organisms which 
causeé pneumonia or streptococci 
throat or abscessed teeth or tonsils, 
syphilis or typhoid fever.” 

In the early stages of the disease 
there is a chance that if this pri- 
mary focus of infection in the teeth, 
tonsils or wherever it is, is cleared 


up, your joint too will be healed | 


Unfortunately, in removing this 
first infection, blood vessels are 
torn or opened up and the arthritis 
jets into the blood vessels and 
may not only cause increas2d 
symptoms in the affected joint but. 
spread by the blood stream to other 
joints. 

In cases where the disease spreads 
during removal of first infection, 
the doctor tries to build up the pa- 
tient to help fight the infection 
and uses a vaccine which is kuown 
to be effective against the strep 
germs. 

When patient is in good condition, 
any surgery necessary is performed, 

“Since the coming of the sulfa 
drugs and penicillin, infection is 
frequently cleared up without sur- 
gery.” 


Simple Surgical Operations Prevent 
Death From Bleeding Ulcer 

The commonest ailment in our 
fighting forces is stomach distur- 
bance because of tenseness, inter- 
ference with the reular routine of 
life, strang surroundings, difference 
im foods and natural anxiety about 
loved ones. All these changes from 
civilian life, aside from personal 
danger, disturb practically every 


organ in the body and its workings. | 


The movements of the stomach 


walls, which churn up the food, | 


help stomach digestive juice to .low. 
and squeeze the food into the small 
intestine (duodenum), are disturb- 
ed. The opening from stomach into 
the small intestine is calied the 
pylorus. Just as an ulcer can form 
in the stomach, so can it form in 
the duodenum when it Is called a 
duodenal ulcer. A stomach or duo- 
denal ulcer 1s called a peplic ulcer, 

Although stomach and duodenal 
ulcers are being treated by diet and 
alkalies more than by surgery, 
there are still many cases in which 
surgery is necessary to have life. 
An ulcer that bleeds and continues 
to bleed despite diet. and medical 
treatment may require surgical 
treatment. 

In Kentucky State Medica] As- 
sociation Journal, Drs, H. E. Dor- 
ton, J, G, Webb, and D. M. Royalty 
report their surgical treatment of 
bleeding duodenal] ulcer by two sur- 
gical operations: pyloroplasty, in 
which the pylorus, or opening from 
stomach into duodenum, is enlaygedl 
and its direction changed, and 
vagotomy, in which the vagus nerve, 
supplying the stomach and stomach 
walls, 1s cut. These operations were

or of the ulcer symptoms for an 
average follow-up period of 18 
months. These physicians feel that 
vagotomy and pyloroplasty is a 
simple, safe, and effectual method 
of managing any type of duodenal 
bleeding ulcer, ‘It will not only con- 
trol acute bleeding’ but also will 
cure the ulcer and therefore pre- 
| vent further bleeding, A patient 
who has massive or severe bleeding 
should be considered an acute surgi- 
cal emergency to be operated upon 
as soon as provision for adequate 
| blood transfusions has been made.” 

Delay, hoping that a large blood 
vessel will stop bleeding, is danger- 
ous. 


Epidemic Myalgia -Painful Muscles 

I have written before about an 
epidemic which occurred in a vil- 
lage in England in which the symp- 
toms were like a mild ‘flu -tiredness 
and pain in muscles. Bevause pain 
in-muscles was the man slymptom, 
it was called myalgia --many of 
us call it muscular rheumatism, It 
is likely epidemic myalgia that we 
call summer ’flu. 

In Clinical Medicine, Barcelona, 
Drs. A. Pedro-Pons and P. Farreras 
state that epidemic myalgia is 
a summer febrile infection that is 
common in children and young 
adults and rare in persons over 30 
years of age. It is due to the Cox- 
ackie virus and tansmitted by direct 
contact with the patient. After an 
average incubation period (time 
between contact and appearance of 
symptoms) of two days, the disease 
starts suddenly with fever, symp- 
toms of influenza and disorders of 
stomach and intestine, and violent 
pain in the chest and abdominal 
muscles and diaphragm (floor of 
chest, roof of abdomen). Neuralgic 
pain is the outstanding symptom. 
| The muscles of chest and abdomen 
are painful to the touch showing 
that pain is in the muscles only 
|not in the organs of chest and abdo- 
men. Because pain is in muscles of 
chest and abdomen, it can be mis- 
taken for pain inside, such as pre- 
sent in pleurisy or kidney and biad- 
der stone, 

In many cases epidemic myalgia 
may Tuna simple course.of a few 
days but in the majority of cases 
the disease lasts one or two weeks 
which includes the first symptoms 
| then relief from pain for three to 
five days, then a relapse for a few 
days. Sometimes there is a later 
relapse which keeps the symptoms 
hanging on, with stiff and painful 
neck, pain in eyes and headache. 
The head and neck pain may last 
for 10 to 20 days, after which pain 
| disappears and leaves no symptoms 
whatever. 

The treatment, depending upon 
the symptoms présent, is care to pre- 
| vent complications by rest and 
| simple pain-relieving drigs. It is 
| the coniplication that cause the 
‘disease to last more than twos to 
| three weeks. When the pein be- 
| comes too vcre, injections of 
\ opiates are given, The Specific treet- 
ment suggested by Dr Smith is 
red “protonsll" ‘a 2zosylfamide) in 
| daily doses of 3 gm for seven to 
12 successive days, which 2éntrols 
the disease.

83 per cent. The testing machine 
was one used In industry to measure 
the viscosity of oil and plastic. A 
blood sample was put in the tube; 
& small metal instrument that vi- 
brated to produce high-frequency 
sounds was placed in the blood. 
The blood absorbed the energy of 
the sound waves. Changes occurring 
in the blood, as revealed by the 
sound waves, inaudible to the human 
ear, were then measured electroni- 
cally by the machine, recorded on a 
graph and checked mathematically. 

Sclentists have long known that 
human beings, like batteries, give 
of electrical waves. In a new study 
at Duke University Medical School, 
Durham, North Carolina, Dr. Leo- 
nard J. Ravitz measured these 
“electrical potentials” in insane and 
normal persons with a simple elec- 
tronic device.. In the psychotics (in~ 
sane), the electrical potential read- 
ings were higher than in normal 
people. Day-by-day checks showed, 
too, that the marked changes coin- 
cided with the sun-moon phases 
and also with the seasons. The most 
seriously ill mental cases were much 
more emotionally upset during the 
phases of the new or full moons 
and in the winter or spring. 

Dr. Rayitz measured a mental 
patient for five months and from 
his findings made ga mathematical 
prediction of his behavior for the 
rest of the year. The prediction was 
correct. 

These mental research findings, 
discovered early, should mean that 
under proper psychiatric investi- 
gation, early cases may be helped so 
much that mental hospital treat- 
ment may not be necessary.

Irradiation of Thyroid 
Gland in Eczema 

I have written before of the 
professor who told his students that 
(if they called every case of skin 
| disease eczema, they would be right 
| ab least half the time ---so, if in 
doubt, call the skin disease eczema. 

For years, skin specialists treated 
the majority of skin ailments with 
X-rays with good results but, dur- 
ing the last years, x-ray treatment 
has not been used as*much directly 
on an inflamed skin. 
In, the» Vienna Medical Journal 
Dr. F. Hammer reports that of 
1,000 patients with chronic eczema, 
900 recovered completely under local 
irradiation with very small doses of 
soft x-rays, where previous treat- 
ment with ointments had failed. 
The remaining 100 patients proved 
refractory (stubborn) to local irra- 
diation treatment; these refactory 
patients presented the typical 


(poisonous type of goiter). 
Because these 100 patients ap- 


Dr, Hamer gave 70 of them x-ray 
| treatments of the thyroid gland. 
| “Considerable improvement and, 
occasionally, complete recovery re- 
sulted in eight days in some patients 
and within 14 to 21 days in others, 
Irradiation of the thyroid gland 
Was repeated for a second time in 
17 patients. These highly satisfac- 
tory results from irradiation of the 
thyroid gland in the treatment of 
refractory chronic eczema demon- 
strated its favorable effect on the 
| eczema and proved that dysfunction 
of the thyroid gland (gland not 
doing its work properly) had been 
responsible for the refractory or 
stubborn cases of the eczema.’

‘Sludge Odour | 
Not As High 
At Plant _ 


At visit to the sewage disposal 
plant at the north edge of the town 
indicates that fertilizer from the 
plant could never be called odour- 
less. It must be admitted, however, 
that the odour from the fertilizer 
at the plant is not nearly ag per- 
ceptible as when the fertilizer is 
allowed to heat. 

To the enst of the sewage treat- 
ing plant Me the sludge beds where 
the sludge from the digester is 
drained. There are three beds, each 
one capable of containing all the 
sludge produced in the town in 
one week. The digester is drained 
into one of ‘hese three beds each 
week and the moisture is allowed 
to drain off leaving a layer of grey 
fertilizer about two inches thick. 
The odour from this fertilizer, 
which is now ready for the garden, 
is perceptible but only within close 
range. , i 

Beside the sludge beds was the 
pile of fertilizer which has been 
removed from the garden at the 
corner of Simcoe and Melbourne 
Streets which was giving off an 
offensive odour which could very 
easily be detected. Percy Russell, 
caretaker of the plant, states that 
this fertilizer had been deposited 
in the pile in the garden on Mon- 
day and had not caused any com- 
plaints until Thursday morning, 
when, he says, the pile had become 
so heated it burst. He claims that 
if the fertilizer is taken from the 
plant and spread immediately there 
is No danger of it heating and giv- 
ing off such an odour. He also 
claims that the fertilizer will lose 
what little odour it has in a very 
short time if spread out on a gard- 
en: 

The sewage disposal plant itself 
is not operating completely as yet. 
There is an attachment which col- 
lects the gas given off in the diges- 
ter and pipes it to a furnace which 
heats the digester but this as has 
not been coll: :ted. Mr. Russell stat- 
es that a layer of wool lying on top 
of the digester, has confined all 
the gasses given off by the sewage 
and this gas can only. escape whent 
it breaks through the wool. He 
states that this wool will have to be 
skimmed off the top, a job, he says, 
which will take some doing. i

Oxen Yoke Prized Possession | 
Sunderland Relics Collector 


Sunderland (PNS) William Bag- 
shaw of Sunderland has in his 
possession many relics of pioneer 
days and among these and mounted. 
in prominent place between two 
posts on the lawn of his residence 
ds a neck yoke for a team of oxen, 

‘This neck yoke recalls many inci- 
dents of the long ago and Mr, 
Bagshaw, now one of Sunderland's 
oldest gentlemen, can remember 
clearly when his grandfather drove 
a team of oxen In this same yoke. 

Mr, Bagshaw states that “in those | 
days a good team of oxen were 
trained from steers at about six 
months of age, Children were given 
the job of doing this. The steers 
were first of all given a name, which 
they learned the same as a horse, | 
dog or cat’, | 

“First of all my grandfather al- 
ways said these steers must be 
taught to lead well with a rope 
on. Then the two must be tied 
together and taught to follow their 
trainer. They should be driven al- 
ways from left he explained and not 
allowed to push the trainer with 
their heads. Stcer calves can be | 
broken to a neck yolk at any age, | 
as long as the yolk is made to fit 
them. But to train them to a head 
yolk, they must htve horns and best 
be two years old. A well broken 
team was in most cases years old. 
My grandfather advocated patience 
and kindness in breaking and hand- 
ling oxen. “If you are kind to them 
they will have confidence in you" he | 
always maintained, “and if you are | 
high tempered -don't drive oxen” ~ 

“My grandfather had good leggy 
steers, well matched. He preferred 
shorthorns. The first team of oxen 
which I recollect in my grandfath- 
er’s farm on the 9th concession of | 
Brock was of shorthorn. Most ox | 
men then preferred beef breeds. | 

“If a head yoke was used the oxen 
shad to have horns but our family 
found ‘t much safer to dehorn the | 
cattle and use the neck yolk, 

My grandfather Bed to have 
several sies of ox yokes. The small 
ones were made of strong, light 
wood just long enough so that when 
the calves were yoked up they could 
walk easily side by side.” 


The large neck yoke which Mr. 
Bagshaw prizes is made of oak 
beautifully finished and is com- 
plete with two large rings for the 
neck and a central ring by which 
the lond is attached. 

“My grandfather used oxen for 
plowing, harrowing, mowing hay or 
loggin,” he continued. ‘They were 
good in the sugar bush, good yard- 
ing logs in the bush, hauling stones 
or breaking hard sod land. They did 
any kind of work which had to be 
done on the farm. Of course my 
grandfather kept horses but always 
kept one yoke of oxen. The oxen 
were slower than the horses but a 
pair of two year old steers he reck- 
oned could pull as much as a 15 
cwt. horse. 

Grandfather did all] the plowing 
and seeding and heavy farm work 
with one team of oven on his 300 | 
acre farm. | 

His first ox team was used for 


| striking out lands and they did a 


grand job obeying the commands. 
“How a lttle” and “Gee a little” ex- 
plicitly. They could work or hay 
alone but grandfather gave them 
oat chop which kept them in better 
shape and able to do more work.” 

In this mechanized age it is 
interesting to note that the vast 
surrounding farmland was cleared 
by pioncer forefathers who hauled | 
the logs ,drew the stores erected 
miles of zigzag snake fence, plough- 
ed sowed, reaped and mowed and 
in all heavy work the ox team pro- 
vide cheap and adequate power as 
the farm steers were trained to be 
powerful helpers -intelligent for a 
good teamster. 

Mr, Bnagshaw’s grandfather was 
the second generation of William 
Bagshaw and Sarah Bolton who 
settled on the 9th concession of 
Brock in 1821 coming from the old | 
country. *)

By Institute In Victoria Co. 


Residents of Victoria County, at 
sometime during the next three 
weeks, will be approached by repre- 
sentatives of the Canadian National 
Institute For The Blind who will be 
canvassing the county for support, 
This canvass does not apply to the 
town of Lindsay which makes its 
contribution to the CNIB through 
the Community Chest, 

E, G. Brown, District Field Secre- 
tary for the CNIB, working out of 
Peterborough, {s in charge of the 
Victoria County canvass and he 
states that there are in this county 
25 blind persons who are receiving 


persons reading the books which are 
played back in special phonographs 
which are supplied by the CNIB. 
The Institute also does supply sup- 
plimentary cash assistance to the 
blind, says Mr. Brown, if it is 
needed to avoid hardship. 

A little known service of the 
CNIB, he says, is a program for the 
prevention of blindness, This pro- 
gram, he says includes eye tests, eye 
treatments and the supplying of 
glasses if they are needed. 


On the Lindsay-Victoria County 
Advisory Board are; chairman, F. 
W. Wilson; 1st vice-chairman,

The duties of this brigade are to 
assist the senior brigade in any 
way short of actual fire fighting. 
Chief Stevens says the boys can do 
guard duty at the scene of a fire 
thus freeing the men for combat 
duty ;they could also be posted to 
detour traffic --deployed to check 
on flying embers if the fire men- 
aces other buildings --run messages 
and bring up much-needed supplies. 
In addition the junior brigade can 
be called in to help clean up equip- 
ment, etc., to relieve the men who 
had been fighting a blaze. 

The Omemee Junior Fire Brigade 
Was organized February 8th, 1951, 
}at which time the Ontario Fire 
Marshall's office was advised of the 
Plan. A letter from his office ac- 
knowledging the Omemee chief’s 
letter said in part: 

“It is felt that such an or- 
ganization would be very 
beneficial to the village in the 
matter of fire prevention and 
fire protection for many obvious 
reasons. The principle of 
instilling in the minds of the 
youth of your village the 
importance of fire safety, and 
then making them feel part of 
this fire safety program by 
organizing them into a group 
of their own under their own 
officers we feel is an excellent 
one,” ” 

Now, of course, no organization, 
junior or otherwise, can function 
long without funds for supplies and 
so forth. When the Omemee unit 
was formed the boys got away to 
a good start with a gift of a fine 
woollen blanket from an interested 
representative of Horn Bros., Lind- 
say. They sold tickets on this and 
taised §88 out of which they 
bought crests, canvas arm bands 
and their own membership cards. 
Encouraged by this first break, 
the brigade branched out into other 
fields including scrap metal drives, 
ete. At one time they had an accu- 
mulated bank balance of $251, Some 
of this was spent in the develop- 
ment of their own riverside club 
house. The boys plan to improve this 
and have ideas for making an up- 
to-date swimming spot just north of 
the main street on the Pigeon River, 
where their club house is located. 
In addition to the money the 
brigade received from the various 
projects, the boys are eligible for 
limited remuneration if they assist 
at fires. 

Chief Stevens says he has had 
only one problem with the boys— 
trying to restrain them. “They're 
almost too anxious when fire does 
occur and have to be cautioned 
against doing combat work,” the

SEES OVERLY-PROTECTIVE TARIFFS 
“RUINOUS” TO ECONOMIC

Toronto -(BUP)-= Justice Minister 
Stuart Garson said in Toronto last 
night that an  overly-protective 
tariff policy would be “ruinous” to 
tHe country. 

The’ policy of “Let's make it our- 
selves” could badly maim our pre- 
sent tremendous economic boom,” 
he said. 

He told the Toronto Young Men's 
Board of Trade that this country 
and her industrialists are quite 
capable of meeting competition. He 
believed that multilateral trade is 
and should continue to be the basis 
of Canadian trade policy. 

“Restrictionist, protectionist trade 
policies,” he says, “the anti-thesis 
of expansionist policies of mili- 
lateral world trade -- more than 
any other single factor would injure 
cur present economic activity.” 

The government feels the country 
should expand new industries to the 
full, he said, but still does not think 
it necessary to insist that Canada 
process all her own raw materials. 
He pointed to large exportable sur- 
pluses which Canada obviously 
cannot process or use herself “they 
are of value to us only if we can 
trade them for products which we 
need and cannot produce economi- 
cally for ourselves,” the justice min- 
ister said, 

He said shutting out other good 
would yuin a number of our own 
domestic industries such as the 
aluminum trade which depends 
heavily on foreign imports of baux- 
ite, among other raw materials. 
Besides, the minister said, we must 
keep our foreign markets open.”

Toronto, Sept. 24—BUP— Three 
witnesses of the shooting on March 
6th in which Sergeant of Detect- 
ives Edmund Tong was fatally 
wounded have told their stories of 
What happened. ; 

They were testifying at the To- 
ronto trial of Steve Suchan and 
Leonard Jackson, who are charged 
with Tong’s. murder. 

One witness was Tong’s Dj 

Sergeant Roy Perry, who was also 
Wounded in the shooting. 
— Perry told how he and Tong 
halted a suspicious car driving 
east on College Street, between 
Dundas and Lansdowne. Tong got 
out to question the two men in it, 
and Perry said the driver opened 
his door and fired. 

Tong fell to the ground and 
Perry saw the driver fire again. 
Then he saw the passenger fire 
from the curbside of the vehicle. 

The detective identified Suchan 
as the driver and Jackson as the 
other man in the car, 

Charles Waddell told the court 
that he also was driving east along 
College Street at the same time. 
He stopped behind two cars which 
Apparently had halted because of 
a red light. 

Waddell said, “I saw a chap get | 
out of the left hand car and walk 
over casually to the other one. 
Then a shot rang out and he reel- 
ed and fell on his face. 

He said three more shots rang 
out and “I think they were all fir- 
ed by the man at the wheel of the | 
car on the right.” 

Waddell said the other man got 
out of what he called “the bandit 
car’ and came around to the back, 
with a revolver in his hand. 

This man, he said, levelled his 
gun at the police cruiser but didn’t 
fire.

CRIMINALS OR HEROES ? 

The escape and subsequent recapture of the Boyd 
Gang has been attended by a good deal of sensational 
publicity. The manner in which the whole matter was ; 
handled probably caused considerable confusion in 
the minds of children—many of them must have wond- 
dered whether these hunted men were criminals or 
heroes. Herein lies a danger. 

Crime is a serious thing and those who perpetrate 
it should not be publicized In a manner apt to add 
glamour to their position, The facts surrounding the 
escapades of criminals should be given to the public 
jn a cold, dispassionate way which would only attract 
public interest Insofar as publicity could aid In serving 
the ends of justice. The spotlight should be focussed 
on the forces of law and order with the officers striving 
to preserve it being given the leading roles, Crime and 
those who commit It ought to be presented. in a way 
no doubt as to its undesirable

Children ought to be taught at an early age to 
regard policemen as their friends—people to whom 
they can turn when in difficulty with assurance of 
obtaining help and people who symbolize the decent 
way of life.

OFF WITH THEIR HEADS 

A curious aspect of elaborate welfare schemes is 
the dictatorial attitude they engender among their 
supporters. Evidence of this may be found in British 
Columbia, which has had compulsory hospital insur- 
ance since the beginning of 1949. Hverybody is sup- 
posed to pay his annual premium, but a lot of people 
—20 per cent, in fact—manage to evade it. Dealing 
with this situation, the Vancouver Province last week 
called.for “more forceful methods” to obtain 100 per 
cent: coverage. It declared: 

Forceful methods are repugnant in a demo- 
cratic society, but the welfare of the majority 
sometimes demands a little tighter discipline, even 
if democracy suffers a little . . . In the interests 
of the majority, individual viewpoints will have to 
be submerged. 

That is how it goes with so many of these gran- 
diose plans for making everybody healthy, happy and 
secure. They start off in-an atmosphere of sweetness 
and light; they end up in one of anger and force. 
They begin with a long list of public benefits; they end 
with a long list of public enemies—in British Colum- 
bia’s case, 100,000 of them. Submerge thém! Discip- 
line them! Off with their heads!—Globe and Mail 


SMOKED TROUT 

Residents of Quebec Harbor, a small fishing settle- 
ment on Michipicoten Island, have dined heartily for 
years on what they believe to be one of the province's 
finest delicacies. Smoked lake trout is their dish and 
only recently have they made public their long-guarded 
recipe. 

The Quebec Harbor “smokehouse” isn’t elaborate. 
It’s just a wooden shack lined with tar paper and with 
a hole in the roof through which the smoke escapes. 
_Wire netting shelves fill the little building. The resi- 
dents make-a brine solution strong enough to float 
a potato. In this they soak two-pound fish for 24 
hours and larger ones for 48 hours. They then place 
the fish on the net trays and expose them to plenty of 
smoke but not near the fire, which is made of sawdust 
and green wood. ; 

No further cooking is necessary. Good? The 
smoked fish is eaten as soon as it emerges from the 
smokehouse and the fire hardly ever dies down.—

Spicy Treat 

Try some of these cookles and 
have them on hand for those vis- 
itors who drop in. They are sour- 
cream-dreams and are spicy and 
perfect for eating with a cup of 
tea or a glass of milk. Ingredients: 
% cup shortening, M cup brown 
sugar, % teaspoon soda, teaspoon 
25 teaspoon ‘vanilla, 1 well-beaten 
egg, 1% c. flour, 4 tp. baking pow- 
der, %4 teaspoon soda, teaspoon 
salt, % teaspoon cinnamon, 1-8 tea- 
spoon nutmeg, 1 cup sour cream 
and 2-3 cup chopped dates. Thor- 
oughly cream together shortening, 
sugar, and vanilla. Add egg; mix 
well. Sift together dry ingredients. 
Add to shortening mixture alter- 
nately with sour cream. Stir in 
dates. Drop from teaspoon onto 
greased cooky sheet. Top each cooky 
with a walnut half. Bake in hot 
coven (400 degrees) for about 10 min- 
utes. Makes about 3 dozen. 


Summer Relish 

And here’s a relish to keep in 
your refrigerator and be sure you 
let it stay there for a few days be- 
fore using. Put 3 medium cucumb- 
ers through food chopper with the 
fine blade. Add \% cup grated on- 
ion, %4 teaspoon pepper, 1% tea- 
Spoons salt, % cup cider vinegar 
and 1 teaspoon dill seed. Mix well. 
Makes about 2 cups. 


Boiled Meals 

For a real quickie for that noon- 

day meal don’t forget your broiler. 
You can cook a whole dinner on 
your broiler rack. Meat, sliced on- 
ions, sliced tomatoes, sliced cold 
boiled potatoes or canned sweet 
potatoes, any leftover vegetables 
you have in your refrigerator can 
reheated under the broiler. One 
Guns: was telling us she has 
a broiled dinner every other day.

Spicy Pickle 

This is the time of year when 
you can walk down any street and 
sniff the spiciness that wafts from 


kitchen windows . . . it’s pickling 
time. 

Pickles may not add much as far 
as good value goes... but like an 
icing on cake, it adds the finishing 
touch. 


For good gherkins, the consum- 
@ section of the department of 
Agriculture offers this recipe. 

Firm fresh cucumbers, two and 
a half inches long give best results. 
Use enamel, aluminum or stain- 
less steel kettle. Vinegar and salt 
react with iron, copper and brass, 
causing discoloration. 

Now the recipe. Wash four quarts 
of small cucumbers . . scrub well, 
vinse, drain off the water, and 
place them in a@ crock. Cover with 
hot brine made by combining 16 
cups of boiling water and one cup 
of salt. Cover the crock and let it 
stand overnight. The next day, 
drain the cucumbers and place in 
a@ clean, dry, crock. Prepare the 
Pickle mixture by combining eight 
cups of blended vinegar . . half 
white vinegar and half cider ‘yine- 
gar... quarter cup of salt... 
quarter cup of sugar ... % cup of 
mustard seed .. . and half a cup of 
mixed pickling spice. Whole spices 
give better flavour in spices. 

Pour the mixture over the cucum- 
bers. Each morning for the next 14 
days, add half a cup of sugar and 
stir well to dissolve. When the last 
of the sugar is added . . .seven cups 
in all . . . remove the spices and 
Pour over pickles. Seal and store. 
This makes four quarts of gherkins.

Around the turn of the century, 
it was common practice to trans- 
form flour and feed sacks into pot 
holders, bean bags for the young- 
sters and hundreds of other little 
items used around the house. 
Now the council is trying to re- 
vive that somewhat lost art. It has 
launched a “sew with cotton bags” 
contest, 
Four-H clubs across the nation 
are turning out curtains, bed- 
spreads, clothes and all sorts of 
items using cotton bags. 
But the most enthusiastic sup- 
porter is not a Four-H girl, as you 
would probably think. It's an eight 


-year-old farm lad ... Charles H. 
Henry the Third of Granston, 
Rhode Island. 


The Cranston little lassies, a group 
of 4-H Club girls ranging in age 
from 10 to 14, walked off with top 
honors in the Rhode Island con- 
test. 
And Charles Henry , . . or “Chard” 
as he prefers to be called... . en- 
tered a snappy apron that helped 
the little lassies capture first place. 
Chard spent seven months, 15 
minutes a day sewing on his mo- 
ther’s machine to fix the apron. He 
hand embroidered it in-yellow and 
brown. 

Chard’s mother limits the young- 
ster to 15 minutes sewing daily, and 
she says he’s “really anxious to get 
at it." If she doesn’t watch him, 
he'll slip in and start sewing away

erly Henry, talked her brother into

Mrs. Henry, who heads the club, 
says the organization will be re- 
named the Cranston Little Lads and 
Lassies. 

This is the first year the contest 
has been held, and it’s being car- 
ried out on a state-wide basis. Lat- 
er, the council hopes to turn it into 
a nation-wide event, 


Saving cotton bags for re-use in 
the home is a colorful part of our 
American tradition. 

At Urst, flour and feed sacks 
Were made up in unbleached and 
plain white cotton cloth, But in 
the early 1930's the sacks started 
showing up in prints in the mid- 
west. That gave the practice a big 
boost. 

This year, around 150-million 
dress print bags will be used to 
package farm goods such as feed, 
fertilizer and flour. They range in 
size from five to 100-pound sacks. 
The smaller sacks, of course, are 
used for such items as potholders 
dishcloths, dresser scarves and the 
like. 

The council leaves it up to club 
members to decide what articles 
they will sew. In fact, the contest 
is judged on a point basis, and 25 
points are awarded for the variety 
of articles. Originality and work- 
manship also count 25 points each 
and the remaining 25 points are 
spread out over such fields as dis- 
play, publicity work and the per- 
centage of club members making 
articles from bags. 

Clubs winning first place in coun- 
ty contests compete in statewide 
competition for the top prize of a 
sewing machine awarded by one of 
the sponsors. BUP.

@S a oNe WAy Voyage. 

Chaplin, his wife and four child- 
ren left Wednesday aboard the 
Queen Elizabeth for England. Chap- 
lin—who has lived in America 40 
years without becoming a citizen— 
had planned a trip to the Orient, 
before returning to the United 
States, 

But, last night, Attommey General 
James McGranery ordercd the Im+ 
migration Service to call a hearing 
if the world-famous funny man 
tries to re-enter the country .... 
and to bar him until the hearing 
is held. McGranry gave no reason 
for his order and there are no furth- 
er official détails. 

Chaplin has been the subject of 
criticism for alleged sympathy for 
Left-Wing causes. And in 1045, @ 
court ruled that Chaplin was the 
father of a child born to Joan 
Barry, his former drama pupil. 

Ohaplin’s attorney—Lloyd Wright 
—says the order “has the appear- 
ance of a cheap political trick.” 

From the Queen Elizabeth, Chap- 
lin himself has cabled a statement 
indicating confidence that he will 
be able to return. Chaplin Says that 
befofe leaving he asked for and got 
a re-entry permit in good faith.

In the first case against the 35- 
year-old accused, who was repre- 
sented by Dayid Thomson, the 
charge was laid on August 28rd. 
The accused pleaded not guilty to 
the keeping for sale count but 
pleaded guilty to the illegal pos- 
session charge. No evidence was 
taken but the defense attorney 
pleaded for a fine rather than a 
jail term which would, he said, 
cost him his job. 

Crown Attorney L. W. Jordan, 
Q. C.,, asked that the fine, were 
one levied, be substantial. He sug- 
gested §200, He also asked that 
the accused's home be declared a 
public place. 

His Worship concurred and as- 
sessed a fine of §200 and ordered 
Court costs of $22, 

The second case, against the 73- 
year-old resident heard a plea of 
guilty to the keeping for sale count 
by the defense attorney I. EB, Wel- 
don, Q. G,, but this plea was changed 
immediately to one of not guilty. 
Mr, Weldon intimated that his 
client was ready to plead guilty to 
the illegal possession count. 

Constable Hunter, dubbed by 
Crown Attorney Jordan “Lindsay's 
Liquor Control Squad," told the 
Court that he had been Patrolling 
in the area of the accused's resi- 
dence when he saw a car pull up 
there, He said that he saw the 
car then pull away as soon as the | 
cruiser neared and later a person | 
came out of the accused's home 
and also started away when the 
erulser was sighted. He stated that 
he had Jater taken a 12-ounce bottle 
of liquor from this person. He also 
told of searching the premises la-- 
ter that night and finding two part 
eases of beer and two part bottles 
of liquor. 

Defense attorney Weldon told the 
Court that the accused had ac- 
tually given the bottle of Liquor to | 
the man on the street as medicine 
for a sick uncle 

Crown Attortiey Jordan also asked 
that this premises be declared a 
public place.

The day has been warm. Trees 
and grass are as lushly green as 
ever, Yet a moment ago we glanced 
from the window a certain change 
in the refraction of the sunlight, 
some subtle difference in the inter- 
play of Night and shadow along the 
shaded walks, flashed its annual 
message. Summer is over. 

Tt has passed quickly; a little 
more so than last summer. We can 
remember when summer seemed in- 
terminable, but that was a long 
time ago and we were, in reality, 
another person altogether. Only our 
memory and the memory of that 
person are identical. His companions 
his hopes and aspirations, what 
became of them? As we climbed the 
hill, periods of time became shorter 
Now that we have begun our coast 
down the opposite slope we seem 
to be gathering momentum and 
Intervals of time crowd together 
more closely. A minute still contains 
its full sixty seconds, but there 1s a 
Strange quirk in the mind that 
impels man, psychologically, to has- 
ten to his dissolution. 

Perhaps this is why to so many 
of the poets autumn days were 
melancholy, We have always been 
susceptible to that minor note of 
sadness which pervades the most 
tiatously colourful day of fall. This 
sadness is there, much like the 
skeleton which graced the feasts of 
the ancient Egyptians, symbolie of 
the winter soon to come, symbolic, 
too, of one’s own winter staying 
not in its approach. 


We appear to have struck a more 


| Dessimistic note than we intended, 


certainly much more than we feel. 
Autumn is a glorious season of the 
year. ‘Nature, having her last gay 
fling before entering the monastery 
of winter, is much akin to a girl 
enjoying the rush and excitement of 
her deputante yeur prior to, under- 
taking the sobering responsibilities 
of matrimony.- The difference in 
favour of Nature is, of course, that 
she can have-another chance next 
year, 

Yes, autumn can be fine with its 
hulging barms, its sbaring footballs, 
the acrid smell of burning leaves 
coming faintly on the dusk, the 
flame of colour emblazoning the 
wooded uplands; and sometimes 
there comes in the crisp still of an 
evening, the mellow, plaintive honk 
of the wild goose flying southward. 
If Hallow’er has lost some of its zest 
or, more appositely, if we have lost 
most of our zest for Hallowe'en, we 
find compensation in the greater 
enjoyment of Thanksgiving. 

Middle age has its compensations, 
although this had seemed impro- 
bable when viewed from the vantage 
point of twenty. “Life lis just as 
interesting as ever it was though 
the things which capture our in- 
terest have undergone a chance, or 
perhaps, it is the manner of our 
interest which has changed. We 
find {t no longer possible complete- 
ly to identify ourself with a team 
and vibrate emotionally to jts vicisis- 
tudes. We hope this is an indication 
of maturity. None the less we enjoy 
@ game as much as ever and, during 
the play. show a healthy partisan- 
ship. It seems to us that our emo- 
tions are so keen as when we were 
younger but that because of a prac- 
tical philosophy haridly acquired 
through experience and, perhaps, 
the retarded flow of gastric juices, 
they are less frequently on display, 

That we have passed the half- 


shock to our psyche, is satisfaction 
enough inasmuch aS we had once 
anticipated this experience with 
much fhe same trepidation the first 
air-man to break through the sonic 


| barrier must have felt. Our capacity 


to be amused remains intact ard, 
recalling our own salad days, we find 
we cannot view with alarm the 
youth of today, By and large, they 
are little different than we were 
and when the chips are down, we 
will bet on them, Any excess ex- 
huberance they may display will be 
dissapated in coping with the rrob- 
lems thrown in their laps by our 
generation.

The Importance of Poperly Fitted 
Shoes 

In examining recruits for World 

War I, we came across many who 

had been wearing, or were still 

wearing, shoes with pointed toes 

which came to a sharp point, weds~ 


ing all five toes into the space of | 
about two. The great majority of | 


these cases were rejected, as many 
had hammer toes, many had bun- 


ions and fat feet were also common. | 


While the days of the pointed toe } 
shoes are gone, a bulletin issued by | 


the American Foot Care Institute, 
Inc., by Dr. Benjamin Kauth, Dir- 
ector, should be of interest as it is 
frequently stated, that we earn as 
much money with our feet, generally 
speaking, as we do with our head. 

Americans are rapidly walking | 
their way into trouble, according to 
dermatologists, orshopedic special- 
ists, podiatrists ana cer specialists 
who are confronted daily with a 


variety of foot ailments. The prin- | 


cipal reason for so much’ foot | 
trouble is failure to wear properly 
fitted and properly constructed | 
shoes Improper footwear is a par- 
ticular source of pain and discom- 
fort, causing corns and calluses at 
any place where the shoe does not 
fit the foot properly. 

In addition, the combination of 
heat and dampness from perspir~ 
ation makes the feet ideal breeding 
grounds for the little vegetable | 
organisms fungi) that cause ath- 
lete’s foot, 

Now that manufacturers are mak- 
in shoes of proper shape, enabling 


the individual to spread his toes, yet | 
fitting snugly at vamp and heel, the 
purchaser knows at once whether or | 


not the shoes fit him. 

Another suggestion 
ector Kauth is that. 
sneakers are comfortable for games, 
they should not be worn all day as 
they give insufficient support to the 
feet. 

During National Foot 
‘Week some months ago, some sug- | 
gestions for purchasers were pub- | 
lished: | 

1. Buy shoes toward end of the |

Preventing Future [nesses 

In The Middle Aged and Aging 

There was a time when the family 
physician was kept busy with the 
medical care and prevention of di- 
sease in infants and children. Today 
the physician's problem is not con- 
cerned particularly with children 
but with the aged and aging men 
and women of their community. | 
When we realize that even from the 
first of this century, the average 
span of life, 47 years, has been ex- 
tended by 20 years to 67, we know | 
that the number of aged and aging 
must form the largest percentage of 
any one group, infants, young adult 
middle-aged, old. 

Because of the lengthened life 
span, many of our family physicians, 
as they grow older themselves, find 
that much of their practice is among 
the middle-aged and elderly. To | 
help the aging to get more out of 
life and give more to life, the family 
physician, by giving more thought 
and study to their illnesses, may 
become a specialist or geriatrician, 
one who specializes jn diseases of 
the aged and aging. Naturally, then 
if he is to help this type of patient 
he must try to prevent the diseases | 
of this group ---heart, blood vessel, 
liver and kidneys. 

An editorial in Geriatrics by Dr. 
Daniel Suttenfield, of Washinton 
D.C:, states, “The very concept of 
Geriatric medicine stresses preven- 
tive and preclinical medicine (as 
has been done with preventive 
medicine in infants), especially be- 
tween the ages of 20 and 40, Ob- 
viously, the sooner foci of infection 
are removed, the sooner tumors are 
discovered and, properly removed, 
the less Mability there will be to the 
individual's health in later years.”

A Drug To Relieve Anxiety 
And Lower Blood Pressure 

Tn a world that has been upset 
before, during and after World War 
TI, physicians, old and young, and 
the public generally, are seeking | 
drugs that will give relief in Pain | 
and anxiety without serious side 
| effects and that will not be habit- 
forming. 

Many individuals are so upset! 
| mentally and emotionally that it ts 
} causing disturbances of the body 
and they seek the physician’s help 
for some body symptoms. To relieve 
the body symptoms, treatment of 
the mental and emotional symptoms 
must come first, 

In Journal of Mental Science, 
| London, Dr. S, Smith reports seven- 
| teen patients, 12 women and five 
| men, who had a combination of | 
| psychological indications of anxiety 
| and tension and somatic (boriy), 
| symptoms such as sweating, tremor, 

and palpitation o the heart. All; 

these symptoms had received treat- 

| ment from psychologists and psy- 
| chiatrists before treatment with 
|hexamethonium. The effect of 
hexamethonium was determined by 
lass effect of the drug upon the 
sympatheticotonic (contraction or 
tightening of sympathetic nervous 
| system) signs and symptoms. 

Four of the group were treated 
in hospital and the remainder as 
outpatients. Each patient took one 
| tablet (0.25 Gm.) after meals twice 
a day for five days, then three times 
a day for another five days and so 
|on up to four or five tablets every 
| day. It was found that the best | 
objective results were usually ob- | 
tained between the 6th and 10th 
week of such treatment. 

Where there was a history of a 
heart stroke (coronary thrombosis) 
or a brain stroke ,apoplexy), hex- | 
amethonium was not given. High 
blood pressure -- the usual reason 
for use of hexamethonium --was 
lowered in 11 cases. Varying degrees 
of improvement were seen in all 
Patients. Excellent results were ob- 
tained in some by removing body 
disturbances (tremor, sweating, 
palpitation) which in turn were 
causing the patient much “anxiety. 
Anxiety is chronic fear. The side 
effects of the drug were very slight. 

While most physicians dislike pre- 
Scribing drugs just to relieve pain 
or fears, there are times when it 
becomes necessary and this drug 
gave very satisfactory results. 


Hospitalized 

Some years ago, on a cold morn- 
ing, my car would not start as I 
was leaving one of our veteran's 
hospitals; something was wrong 
with the self-starter. As I cranked 
the car, my hand slipped and I 
ripped the end of my thumb, I de- 
cided to return to the hospital and 
have one of the doctors stitch the 
wound. The doctor asked me if I 
wanted a local anaesthetic and I 
said, “No, I guess I'll get along 
without lt.” As he put in the few 
stitches necessary I was sorry I 
hadn't let him use the local an- 
aesthetic as the pain was much| 
more than I expected, but fortun- 
ately was not unbearable. 

My first thought was of all the 
football, hockey players, boxers and 
wrestlers I had stitched up, often 
without a local anaesthetic, with 
little or no thought of the pain T 
was causing. I thought of it again 
recently when I read an article in 
The Canadian Doctor, “Every Doc- 
to should be hospitalized,” with 
the sub-heading, ‘Experiencing 
what his patients go through should 
be part of his professional train- 
ing.” Also this hospitalization should 
occur for a week every few years, 
Every physician should thus be a 
better practitioner of the medical 
and surgica] art and migh re-eval- 
uate patients’ complaints and prob- 
lems in a better light.

The amount and kinds of food 
eaten must be adjusted to the in- 
dividual's general condition, the 
calculation of energy output as re-| 
gards to work or occupation ‘and

While admitting that thyroid ex- 
tract and perhaps other gland ex- 
tracts may be needed to partly help 
reduce weight, even where gland 
extracts are needed and used, re- 
ducing the food intake is still ab- 
solutely hecessary.

Doctors say 


Expect Record Wheat Crop This Year 
But Foresee No Tumble in World Prices 


Ottawa—(BUP — Farm and gov- 
ernment officials foresaw little 
chance today that world wheat 
prices would take a tumble in the 
near future, despite prospects for a 
bumper 1952 crop. 

The Bureau of Statistics’ Iatest 
review of the world wheat situa- 
tion said northern hemisphere 
countries for the most part report- 
ed “very good” harvests, and as- 
suming that southern hemisphere 
countries would have average crops, 
“world breadgrain production in 
1952 may even establsih a new 
record.” 

But officials of the Saskatchewan 
Wheat pool and of the federal goy- 
ernment said the healthy supply 
picture would not: necesarily be re- 
Mlected in lower prices for the 
Canadian producer, 

On the one hand, the importer 
countries under the International 
Wheat Agreement are looking for 
more wheat during the next five 
years than they were assured by 
quotas under the I.W.A, contract 
as originally drafted. The 42 coun- 
tries were guaranteed a minimum 
of 580,817,000 bushels by the four 
exporter nations under the original 
contract, Canada, Australia, France 
and the United States. 

I.W.A. negotiations for a new 
contract are to be resumed in Wash- 
ington in January. The exact total 
figure that the importing countries 
Want to be guaranteed in the new 
contract has not been made pub- 
lic, but has been described as re- 
flecting a “fairly substantial” in- 
crease over 580,000,000 bushels. 

A. W. Friesen, a member of the 
board of the Saskatchewan wheat 
pool, said in Ottawa this week that 
the desire of the importing coun- 
tries to be assured of higher quotas 
indicated no slackening of prices in 
the immediate future. He described 
the present market for wheat as 
“exceptionally good.” 

A federal trade department offi- 
cial, who declined to be quoted by 
name, said that while overal bread- 
grain production may be up, the 
extta amounts available may do 
little to affect world trade. In Arg- 
entina, crop prospects are bright, 
but last year’s crop was a failure 
and that country needs to build up 
its reserves before putting much on 
the export market, 

He also said that while the North 
American crop is a record—Canada 
and the U.S. have 400,000,000 bush- 
els available over last year's fig- 
ure—it so far is not in shipping 
position. If the movement of grain 
from the west to eastern shipping 
point is delayed this fall, prices will 
remain firm, 

“This situation doesn’t seem to 
have any room for increases in 
grain prices,” he said, “but the 
market is still strong, and there 
doesn't seem to be any Prospect of 
a major slump for seyera] months 
to come.” 

In addition tp the favorable out- 
look for production in the four 
main export countries, there may 
be exportable surpluses in such 
countries as Turkey, France, and 
French Africa, according to the 
Bureau of Statistics. Western Eur- 
opean and Near Eastern countries 
may need less in the way of im- 
ports because of better harvests 
this year over those of 1951. 

A relatively unknown factor is 
the Russian harvest. The Reds do 
not publish detailed figures, but

Common Shrike 


Bird watchers hear the cry of 
"Shrike, Shrike” -now as the Com- 
mon Shrike or Butcher Bird takes 
great numbers of rickets and 
grasshoppers for a large proportion 
of their food, 

This the Common Shrike or Log- 
gerhead, is a bird of open bushy 
pastures and hillsides. As one is 
attracted to the hawthorne and its 
tasty thorn apples, one often see 
the remains of small mammals and 
birds -generally sparrows, impaled 
on the thorns. Now this may have 
been the result of the ogre-like 
action of the Northern Shrike, 
which swoops down upon its victims 
during its visit here in winter. It 
carries them off to impale them on 
a thorn or frozen twig and eats 
them piece-meal. Every shrike thus 
impales or else hangs up, as a bute 
cher does his meat, more little birds 
of many kinds; field mice, grass- 
hoppers and other large insects than 
it can hope to devour in a week of 
orgies. 

The impaling of prey is not so 
strongly a developed habit in the 
common shrike, probably because it 


much of its small prey without so 
doing. ~ 

However, Thornapple or similar 
thorny trees are its fayourite nest- 
ing site and in such neighbourhoods 
it may be seen, usually on a com- 
manding perch, such as the top of 


keenly regarding the surrounding 
country for prey. The harsh, un- 
musical call notes {s heard as with 
hawk-like method dropping surden- 
ly upon a victim or the ground be- 
low. 

This bird is a little smaller than 
the robin the upper parts grey, with 
arrow black lines across the fore- 
head, connecting small black patch- 
es on the side of the head at base 
of bill. The wings and tail are black, 
plentifully marked with white, 
which is very conspicuous in flight. 
Underneath is white or very light 
gray. The bill is hooked and hawk- 
like. i 

One cannot be indifferent to this 
marauder who takes his own where- 
ever he finds it and an ogre whose 
victims are so many more than 
he can eat. Not evens hawk can pro- 
duce the consternation among a 
flock of sparrows that the harsh, 
rasping voice of the butcher bird 
creates, for escape they will know 
is difficult before the ogre swoops 
down upon his victim. 

This bird, too often lures and 
sneaks upon his prey. Hiding in a 
clump of bushes in the garden, he 
often imitates with fiendish clever- 
ness the call notes of little birds 
that come in cheerful response, hop- 
ping and flitting within easy range 
of him, But usually the shrike’s 
hunting habits are the reverse of 
sneaky, as he perched on some tree 
with hawk like eye can detect a 
grasshopper going through the grass 
50 yards away. 


However, here again the shrike 
is seen as a bird of prey, taking 
of other life for its own survival. 
And here again by this mode Nature 
balances herself and although the 
shrike is yegarded as a cruel relent- 
Jess killer, Nature has fitted him for 
his particular job, which seems to 
be to keep mice, sparrows, grasshop- 
pers, crickets and even snakes in 
conservative numbers. This is a 
necessity in Mother Nature's great 
overall plan.

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New Strawberry 
Resistant To Cold 


‘A type of strawberry that is re- 
sistant to cold and drought has 
been developed. 

‘A number of crosses of rock 
mountain strawberry varieties have 
survived under very dry spring con~ 
ditions at the Experimental Stat- 
ion at Morden, Manitoba, 

After a rigid weeding-out system, 
a few varieties were chosen for the 
breeding program. 

‘The plants were collected on the 
mountain slopes of Wyoming and 
transplanted to the dry plains of 
Wyoming. t 

Any snow that fell on the trans- 
planted plants was swept away to 
expose the plants to severe cold and 
drought. 

Only those plants that survived 
the exposure were used as parent 
plants in the modern breeding pro- 
gram. -BUP =

Big Crop Increase ~ 

A chemical firm (Dupont) says 
American farmers got 1952 crop in- 
creases up to 227 per cent in an 
experiment with chemically pro- 
tected seed. 

The material, called Arasan, an 
organic sulphur compound, is de- 
signed to protect seed and sedlings 
and against soil-borne disease. 

Last Fall, farmers in six south- 
ern states planted grass and legume 
crops using their own equipment.
